tty  patents  moved  £rom  Palmira  to  the  town  o£  Shelden,  Gemiesee  county, 

M.  Y.  when  X  was  two,  yearn  old,  and  when  1  was  £our  yearn  eld  they  moved  to 
Upper  Canada.  OJe  lived  in  several  di££erent  places  neat  little  York  {since 
called  Toronto)  tilt  the  2nd  day  o£  July  H22  —  we  moved  to  the  Township  o£ 
Athlon.  Home  District,  Upper  Canada.  It  was  a  new  country  with  much  tbnber 
upon  the  land.  No  pxaixie  within  hundreds  o£  miles ,  and  very  thinly  inhabited . 
tty  portents  were  very  poor i  having  been  cheated  out  o£  their  property  by  wicked 
men  before  leaving  the  States .  Father  was  very  care£ul  and  industrious  but  he 
always  had  pooh,  health.  They  had  IS  children,  7  boys  and  6  girts;  theiA  mines 
arte  Stephen ,  (Jacob)  B t  -  Joel  -  Vavid  ~  Joshua  -  James  Torn  hall  and  Clank, 
who  (Clank)  died  when  he  ms  two  yearn  old .  tty  sisters  an.e  Vency  -  Jane  -  Amy  - 
ttarUla  and  Deborah  . 

The  people  .lived  So  scattering  that  we  could  have  no  School,  only  a  .■em:  .y 
;  School ,  and  that  was  sometimes  three  mdes  £rom  where  we  lived ,  and  never  nearer 
than  two  miles .  By  this  means  X  got  what  . little  education  I  have  except  what 
little  my  mother  was  able,  to  teach  me  until  1  was  17  yems  old,  then  '  went  is 
school  4  months  and  what  little  I  have  been  able  to  learn  myselfi. 

Mother  used  to  say  I  was  not  like  the  rest  o£  .the  family,  £or  I  would 
mack  rather  go  to  a  meeting  than  to  a  dance.  I  did  not  like  to  associate  with 
:  the  girls  o £  my  age  because  they  were  so  nude  and  so  giddy,  but  1  always  chose 
to  visit  the  old  women  £or  I  liked  their  conversation  better,  1  seldom  uw.de 
;  a  visit  £or  mother  always  told,  me  s>It  .is  better  ic  stay  at  home  and  learn  to  do 
something  useful,"  which  X  yet  believe  was  right* 


My  father  wc i&  an  honest  man,  and  taught  his  chUdren  to  be  strictly  honest 
and  trutk&ul,  and  to  be  sure  to  falfall  every  promise,  and  to  always  mind  the 
"golden  suite/1  ’ To  do  onto  others  os  toe  mold  have  others  do  unto  at . p " 

I  was  MJtwalZy  o f  a  religious  turn  o$  mind  and  learned  to  puny  token  1 
was  vest tj  young,  1  joined  the  Baptist  Church  befare  1  was  16  year s  old.  7 
believed  that  I  could  not  be  saved  unless  l  was  baptized ,  but  I  soon  faiwd  that 
I  could  not  believe  at  they  did  respecting  the  Doctrine  ot  "E lection/'  neither 
could  they  agree  among  themselves.  I  had  to  walk  7  or  B  miles  to  attend  meetings. 
In  tiUs  my  1  spent  my  time,  doing  the  best  I  knew  till  July  IB,  1833  at  which 
time  l  was  married  to  a  young  Englishman  named  Francis  Kirby. 

tic  ms  almost  an  entire  strange/i  to  vs  but  father  advised  me  to  marry  him 
and  go  to  keeping  Tavern,  but  I  soon  faund  he  ms  not  such  a  companion  as  I 
wished  to  have  far  Ufa.  We  had  only  been  married  two  weeks,  when  In  company 
with  some  his  old  friends,  he  got  so  cbaink  he  could  not  take  care  o\ f  hhn&eifi, 
nor  did  not.  know  what  he  was  doing.  This  was  th.e  beginning  my  troubles,  He 
muld  not  work  but  spent  his  time  in  playing  cards,  horse  racing,  drinking 
liquor,  singing  profane  songs  and  taking  the  name  o$  the  lord  in  vain.  He  would 
not  let  me  go  to  meetings,  nor  pray  i&  he  knew  it,  only  at  the  Church  o{ 

England,  which  was  sometimes  at  our  house. 

I  spent  many  hoars  in  weeping  and  deep  sorrow  till  November  1836.  I 
then  began  to  write  it  journal  o&  my  Ufa,  which  I  have  continued  to  write  unto 
this  day.  In  Pec® niter,  H37  we  heard  there  were  "Mormon"  preackers  in  Canada,: 
about  20  miles  &ram  us.  This  being  something  new,  he  ms  willing  they  should 
come  and  preach  at  our  house,  accordingly  I  sent  far  Brother  Theodore  Turley 
to  come,  which  he  did  and  the  §Mt  sermon  I  heard,  I  believed  It  ms  luxe.  He 
preached  several  times  to  us  and  although  Kirby  hated  the  Baptists,  yet  as  soon 
os  he  faimd  that  I  believed  the  Mormons  he  hated  them  also  mid  would  mi  lei  . 
them  preach  any  more  in  our  house,  aid  swore  that  I  should  not  go  to  hear  them. 

One  very  cold,  day  in  the  winter,  Bros.  Turley  and  Robert  8.  Thompson  called 
at  our  house  on  their,  vmj  to  my  Father's  where  they  were  going  to  preach.

n&itke/i  was  thexc  a  tettex  scotched.  At  that  moment  I  received,  a  testimony 
that  the  Book  of  Moxmon  was  fine.  Mothcx  Tuxley  took  the  book  and  presented 
it  to  ttixhy  and  told  bin  it  was  the  wexd  of  God,  which  if  he  did  not  xeceive 
he  would  be  doomed  r  iUxby  catted  down  in  a  minute  and  told  me  to  give  them 
something  to  eat  and  he  gave  iheix  home  4 me  oat4  and  he  also  gave  Etc.  Tuxley 
kU  nm  mittens  which  T  had  just  made  {ox  him.  So  in  this  instance  the  Loud 
made  the  w?mtk  of  man  pxaisc  Han.  Kixby  made  Bxo*  Thompson  give  up  the  money,, 
bat  he  m Hexed  turn  to  Zend  M  the  book.  Yet  he  dbn  hardened  ki&  heaxt  and 
said  ,  he  would  buxn  Bxo,.  Thompson  in  the  fixe,  and  fie  did  abuse  the  Moxmbns  when 
cve/i  he  saw  them.  He  ms  now  fax  we  against  Him  than  he  had  evex  been 
against  the  Baptists.  But  in  most  of  this  pexsmstion  the  Loxd  blest  me  and 
comfoxted  my  mind.

He  sold  I  ms  a  daughte/L  ofi  A btiaham  and  gave  me  a  g/ieat  blessing.  This  was  on 
ike  17th.  ofi  Jamatiy,  1838,  But  I  still  continued  to  call  on  the  lend  to  soften 
Kilby’s  h ea/ut,  towards  me,  so  on  the  28th  the  Spi/Ut  ofi  the  Lond  nested  open 
me  mid  muds  ofi  consolation  came  Into  my  mind,  so  I  mole  them  just  as  they 
mme  into  my  mind  as  follows :

Thompson,  Kirby  stopped  kt&  horses 
and  began  to  wean  and  use  the  most  insulting  language  he  could  think  o$,  I 
attempted  to  shake  hands  with  Bfto ,  Thompson  bat  Kirby  struck  kls  hand  css/id  pre¬ 
vented.  me,  8 ok,  Thompson  went  away  In  the  spirit  o£  meekness  without  saying  a 
wmd*  1  could  not  help  hot  weeping  {or  the  hardness  o£  his  heart;  yet  X  rtkUced 
In  the  hope  that  the  day  would  soon  come.  when  all  tyranny  would  have  an  end, 
mm  named  i'IWUm  Hamilton  ms  In  the  sleigh  with  us,  and  he  was  enmity  as  hand 
as  Kitby,  They  called  at  a It  the  taverns  on  the  way,  drJbnkJLng  liquor  so  that  -vC 
mas  late  In  the  night  when  we  got  home,  Kirby  continued  to  spend  his  time 
sleigh  sliding,  playing  cards,  house  facing  and  drinking  grog  every  day,  to  'thoui 
my  U,£t  ms  made  veAy  unhappy.

Now  all  ike  Mormons,  members  and  bidets,  were  gone  fam  that  pent  o£  the 
country,  so  l  fait  as  i$  1  were  quite  fa/ucdmi  mid  I  manned  and  lamented 
r  befane  the  Land*.

When.  Bjio,  Kicks  baptized  me,  he  was  only  a  Pniest,  but  he  went  oven..  Into 
the  states  and  was  oAdained  an  Eldex,  and  AetiAned  to  out.  house  September 
30 ,  1838  and  on  the  manning  o{  Qetoke/i  Ut  he  covi{imed  me  a  membeA  o{  the. 
CkAch  o{  Jesus  ChfU&t  o{  Lattex-day  Saints;  7  thank  the  Lend  and  pwuj  that  I 
may  always  be  wcxlhy  to  beax  the  name  o{  a  Laitex-day  Saint. 

I  have  a  dayly  jou/maZ  o{  my  li{e  which  tells  mote  pantijmljahZy  about 
how  1  lived.,  but  7  only  give  a  bxie{  sketch  in  this . 

KJUtby  was  seldom  at  home  duning  a  whole  day,  but  kept  getting  d/umk  and 
coming  home  at  night  and  abusing  me,  thus  oux  time  passed  may  till  Vebuxany 
11,  1839*  Kixby  and  I  went  to  spend  the  evening  at  Captain  Switzenis,  hit 
w i{e  was  sick.  She  was  vexy  {xiendly  to  me  as  a  neighbor,  but  she  hated  the 
Womans  so  bad  that  she  would  not  hmx  one  mud  xeart  { xrn  ken.  own  Bible  to 
pxove  M oxmevusm.  She  died  soon  a{tefiwaxds. 

When  we  wen.e  coming  home  it  was  late  and  vexy  daxk,  we  he&nd  a  sleigh 
coining  to  meet  us .  7  think  thein  team  was  on  the  { all  turn,  and  {Am  the 

m{uZ  yelling  and  noise  made  me  think  the  sleigh  ms  {all  o{  dxunken  people . 

The  stead  urn  so  nojutow  {ox  a  {m  xods  that  one  sleigh  could  not  pass  anotheA, 
thexe  being  a.  {ence  on  one  side  and  a  pile.  o{  ZcJtge  togs  on  the  otheJi.  Qua 
team  was  tAotting  along  nicely,  and  we  met  them  exactly  in  the  rn/uww  place, 
and  seeing  the  dangex  7  spumy  oven.  Kinby  and  the  lines  which  he  held,  bxcast 
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high,  and  alighted  among  the  logs  and  never  stopped  to  Zook  abound  till  I  had 
gone,  three  or  fauJi  bod*  out  in to  the.  3 now.  which  ms  two  on.  three  {eet  deep. 

It  seemed  i{  borne,  unseen  power  had  helped  me.  The  sleigh  struck  ours  on 
the  side  where  I  had  been  bitting  and  upset  it,  hut  they  went  night  on  without 
looking  abound  to  bee  what  damage  had  been  done.  They  had  met  a  mm  and  woman 
in  a  c utter  just  befare  meeting  ub,  and  tone  the  cutte/i  all  to  pieces.  They 
a{termrds  told  ub  that  they  knew  nothing  about  passing  us,  Now  having  been 
u&  at  all.  I  {eft  to  thank,  the  Loud  believing  that  1  had.  maraculously  escaped 
death . 

There  was  a  secret  combination  people  in  Canada  called  ,sOrange  Mend' 

They  held  secret  Lodges,  and  distu/ibed  Ike  peace  very  muck  with  their  secret 
works  ®l  daA.ksn.esb,  buck  as  b hooting  into  houses  by  night  and  endangering  the 
lives  o{  the  people.  They  would  put  up  hand  bills  wanning  any  person  they  did 
not  like  to  leave  the  country  in  so  many  days  or  they  would  barn.  theMi  houses. 
They  would  steal  and  do  many  other  depredations,  which  caused  mam  o{  the  best 
families  to  leave  Canada  and  go  to  the  States.  This  tended  to  make  me  {eel 
bad ,  far  they  threatened  to  drive.  Hirby  out  o{  the  land,  and  I  suppose  they 
would  have  done  so  i{  they  had  all  been  united. 

June  15th,  1839  we  heard  {nom  Father  far  the  {ir&t  time  since  they  moved 
away.  They  had  sniveled  very  much,  having  been  driven  out  o{  Missouri  by  the 
mob  in  ike  month  o{  November l.  My  father  and  mother  and  all  the  family  were 
sick.  They  had  to  lexuve  much  o{  their  property,  far  the  mob  told  {other  that : 
i{  he  was  not  gone  within  24  hours  they  would  tie  him  to  a  tree  and  give  him 
100  lashes  to  begin  with;  sc  they  had  to  {lee  far  thetii  lives  to  the  state  o{ 
Illinois.  Mej  sister  Deborah  died ,  having  been  exposed  to  the  cold  wind  and 
storms  in  the  open  air..  She  tms  nearly  If  years  old.  They  settled,  in  Pike 
county,  Illinois  far  some  tune. 

On  ike  night  o{  September  3rd ,  1839  the  sky  was  red  like  blood ,  with  light 
s&ieaks  running  in  every  direction,  like  an  umbrella.  This  looked  very  wonder{ul 
to  me,  but  no  one  else  seemed  to  care  anything  about  it. 
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On  the  26th  o&  October.  IS 59,  I  event  out  a  minute*  with  my  S eAvarii 
ai'tl  to  pick  up  a  fiew  Beech-nut &  which  we/te  sometime*  plentiful  in  tha t 
countAy.  KiAby  was  not  home,  and  when  he  cam  he  was  dumk;  and  someone  told 
him  that  I  had  neglected  the  box ,  so  he  kicked  me  out  o$  the  doox  and  swoxe  he 
would  kilt  met  but  when  he  kicked  me  out  the  doox  1  just  went  astound  and 
walked  in  at  anothe/i  and  bone  it  as  well  as  I  could.  When  he  ms  dfiimk  1  could., 
always  out  sum  him ,  and  always  kept  out  o£  his  teach  when  he  attempted  to  stsiike 
me  with  anything. 

NovembeA  11,  1839,  KiAby  hi/zed  a  young  Englishman  to  live  with  us  a  yeaA

{atheA's,  so  he  took  a  kamfneJt  to  bstedk  open  my  tsumk  to  &ea/ich  ion.  money, 
which  he  thought  I  had  concealed.  1  begged  him  to  take  the  key,  but  he  would 
not,  bat  he  smashed  the  side  in,  and  twined  astound  and  aimed  a  blow  at  me  with 
the  hajmeA.  John  Hrna/id  was  net zx  me  and  waxded  o£{  the  hmme/i  with  his  asm, 
which  would  have  stxuck  me  on  the  head  and  psiobably  would  have  killed  me. 

He  iosugoi  to  seofich  any  moxe  {ox  money;  neither  did  he  say  any  moste  to  me 
at  that  time,  but  went  into  ike  bast  sworn  with  his  old  companies  and  told  them 
that  he  ought  not  to  have  bxoken  the  truunk;  {ox  it  did  not  cost  him  anything , 
tty  {athex  having  given  it  to  me  be{oxe  1  ms  manxied .  1  don’t  xmembox  this 

cixaumstance  even,  being  mentioned  between  us  afite/imnds,  {on.  we  nevex  had  much 
di&tuxhance  when  he  was  sobe/i,  and  he  had  become  such  a  heavy  dxinkex  that  he 
seldom  was  sob&x . 

On  Jama/iy  20th,  1840 ,  X  had  been  out  with  KiAby ,  and  we  catted  at  William 
Blank's  ttzvexii  as  we  mxe  coming  home .  While  iheAe  a  man  named  Cfoiisiopk&i 
Bunxell  began  to  xail  out  against  the  Mormons  when  he  saw  me.  He  said  that  none 
but  the  most  igwxant,  mean  and  degraded  beings  even,  joined  the  M omens,  and  he 


said  ev  my  thing  else  kt  couli  .0  against -them,  but  1  let-  turn  brmy  as  long 
as  he.  pleased. 

febnmriy  2H£,  'IHGth&ie  was  to  be  a  bail  at  one.  o{  the.  neighbofting 
taveAns.  I  ashed  Klftby  not  to  go  to  It,  but  he  wasangfiy  In  a  moment  and  thrim 
me  Into  the  mud.  tty  timton  {&i  wishing  film  not  to  go  was  becajisc  he  ms  in  so 
much  bad  company  everiy  day  that  my  Zi{e  sou /made  mlsermble.  ZLchartd  CeJA  ms 
present.  My  jeufmal  gives*  an  account  o{  things  that  pasted  evcny  day , 

1  ms  always  a{fmld  o$  tkmdeti  and  lightning  on  any  violent  stcto m.  A 
daeadfiol  hold  storm;  oceuruied  on  the  25th. o{  A  pul.  X  ms  teMl{led  and  went 
Into  my  bedrwcm  to  priay .  I  did  not  hem  anything  but  the  storm,  and  Kl/iby . 
came  In  and  {omd  me  on  my  knees  .  He  was  ve/iy  angriy  and  swung  kU  (l&ts  overt 
my  head  and  sworn  he  would  kill  me,  and  would  not  let  me  pnay  at  all.  l{  he  knew 
It,  but  I  did  ptmy  eveJvy  day  In  secret;  Indeed  X  used  to  priay  when  X  was  about 
my  mn.k  mid  eve/ty  chance  that  1  coaid  get. 

X  always  had  voJiy  pom  health  but  believed  1  caused  It  to  be  much  wonse  by 
worthing  ?  hand,  t  began  +o  $m  hats  on  the  25th  of  f ehnua/ty  {1840 1  and. In 
one  season  1  made  mone  than  8  dozen  str&m  hats  but  my  hJUuzd  gJUUL  plaited  some 
o{  the  strum,  ami  I  did  all  the  otheA  saving,  such  as.  making  tnous pas , 
dne&ses,  etc,  arda  g/imt  pant  o{  the  hows  monk  besides.  It  Is  likely  my 
health  would  be  better  now  14  1  had  not  worthed  so  hand  when  I  was  young.  .  $ut: 

In  this  as  In  eve/u/tfUkg  else,  1  had  to  teajin  by  what  1  su{{e/ied. 

May  29th,  1801.  my  hl/ied  glut  was  gone  away  and  I  was  sick,  and  In  till, 
night  ilk.  James  SevoJts,  the  County  Shortly  cdmeiherie  and  called  {on  suppell''' 
Kl/iby  lohi  me  1 a  yd  up  and  get  some  {on  him.  T'iotd  him  i  did  not  {eel  thi 
to  do  anything* ::  -He  te.{t  the  Aoom  {on  a  moment  'md:  then  came  hack  and  said 
I  did  not  get  tip  he  would  thrum  me  cut  o{  the  &M,  and  went  to  the  bed  to  do  - :  ?, 
tat  T  ?:z  •  iMtiuj  In  i  ::c  az'i  v  .  •  •?;  '  ,,  m  lipxtl: 

he  could  not  see  me,-  hut  I  sent  out  and  got.  him  his  suppen. 

Sometimes  whm  Kinky  would  come  home  dramk  md  act  so  bad ,  John  ftomnd  ’ 
would  come  Into;  the  kitchen  md  seeing  me  c&ying  he  would  say,  "Neve/t  mind,  ym 


must  bear  It  as  patiently  as  yea  cow.”  That  Is  all  hi  maid  say  and  thin  go 
out  o{  tki  room.  It  mat  condoling  to  know  that  Somejone  noticed  my  troubles , 

Kirby  m  seldom  cross  to  anybody  except  m. 

So  my  time  passed,  going  through  om  trial  a{ter  anotke/t  till  February 
16,  1841.  Brother  Jacob  Balm  called  at  am  ho  tat  and  stayed  all  night,  he 
having  hem  on  a  mission  through  Canada.  It  had  him  so  tong  since  X  had  seen 
a  Mo/anop i  that  It  made  me  rejoice  very  much  to  see  one  that  believed  as  I  did. 

But  none  would  let  him  preach  * in  their  own  houses  oft  go  to  hear  kirn  anywhere 
In  that  part  Canada,  so  he  proceeded  on  hit  journey  the  next  day. 

February  24th,  1841,  Brother  ftfiw*  Hall  came  to  our  house .  He  said  he  lived 
In  the  township  o{  tssa,  Upper  Canada,  about  40  mites  distant,  where.  there  ms 
a  branch  o{  the  Church,  I  ms  very  glad  to  hear  this,  and  I  sent  a  request  by 
him  lor  same  o{  them  to  come  and  see  me.  So  cn  March  9th  Sister  Elizabeth  Hilt 
and  Matilda  Wilkinson  came  to  our  house.  Matilda  spoke  In  tongues  and  prophesied 
and  we  were  truly  blest.  It  seemed  as  l {  we  had.  always  been  acquainted. 

March  11th  Kirby  and  I  took  them  with  the.  sleigh  to  Bro.  Standage's  about  eight 
miles  on  their  way. 

On  April  9th  Matilda  Wiikin&on  came  to  live  with  as  {or  a  month.  I  asked 
Kirby  l{  I  might,  take  the  "Times  and  Seasons ,n  a  paper  published  by  the  Church 
In  Hoilvgo.  He  consented,  so  I  wrote  to  Bro.  R.B.  Thompson  {or  It,  and  on 
April  1 8th  I  received  8  numbers .  This  day  being  {Ine  Sister  Matilda  went  with 
me  to  see  the  place  where  I  ms  baptized  and  that  we  might  pray  in  secret 
undisturbed.  It  was  about  hal{  a  mile  distant,  and  when  we  came  back  Kirby  was 
very  angry,  and  to  spite  us  as  bad  as  he  could ,  he  burned  the  "Times  and  Seasons." 
I  was  very  sorry  because  I  had  not  read  them.

ve/iy  good  meeting. 

On  Mag  Matilda  and  I  went  to  see  somedf  the  membeAs,  and  we  AetuAned 
on  the  8tk.  Ikutilda1 s  paAents  did  not  belong  to  the  CkuAak  and  went  ve/iy  bitte/t 
against  It.  A  young  man  named  Wm.  Mooney  had  joined  the  CkuAch  and  he  wanted 
Matilda.  H&i  patents  let  hen.  come  and  live  with  us  to  keep  ke/i  {Horn  kirn, 
being  40  miles  may,  bat  on  May  10th ,  Bhos .  Wm.  McMulkin  and  Gtoi,  Mooney  came  to 
ouJi  house,  and  on  the  11th  Matilda  went  with  them  to  the  city  of  Toronto,  got 
ma/iAied  to  Bho.  Mooney,  cad  went  on  to  the  States, 

KJjtby  wanted  to  fight  with  Bfio.  McMulkin.  He  dAank  a.  half  pint.  of  Bnandy 
at  one  dsumght,  and  said  he  would  kill  himself.  I  was  afnaid  he  would  kill  us 
all  ( that  is  the  Motonons)  that  night 9  so  1  went  and  ptiayed  to  the  L and.  The 
Spirit  came  on  me  with  pewe/i  and  gave  me  a  strong  testimony  that  I  would  soon 
be  lH.ee  &Hom  Kiftby. 

On  May  31st,  1841,  SisteA  Elizabeth  Hill  came  to  see  me.  She  (ms  veny 
kind  and  came  as  oftm  as  she  could,  because  she  knew  I  was  so  lonesome.  It 
ms  like  Heaven  to  me  to  see  anyone  that  belonged  to  the  CkuAch.  Kinky  kepi 
on  the  same  cafuwi,  till  at  last  he  took  it  into  his  head  that  he  would  go  to 
Illinois  to  see  TatheA.  He  said  if  he  liked  the  place  he  mold  move  the/ie.  So 
he  slanted  {oh  the  States  on  August  3 Ad,  1841. 

1  had  keand  that  Joseph  Smith  the  Pnopket  had  been  Hebaptized,  so  X 
thought  if  such  a  pe/uon  as  the  Pnopket  needed  nebaptism,  X  sandy  did.  So 
on  the  4th  of  August  I  went  to  Patke/L  Hill's  and  on  the  5th  AlexandeA  Hilt 
Hebaptized  me.  It  was  fast  day  so  X  was  at  the  meeting  cmd  AetuAned  home 
August  6th . 

September  1th,  1841  SisteA  Elizabeth  Hill  came  again  to  see  me  and  on  the 
10th  Elizabeth  and  I  went  to  the  place.  wheAe  7.  was  baptized  and  while  we  wene 
at  pnayeA  the  SpiAit  Hesiod  upon  us,  and  it  seemed  as  though  I  could  see  a  ligbi: 
Heading  {Horn  us  night  up  into  Heaven  and  the  SpiAit  bone  Hccond  of  the  Tathen 
(mi  the  Sen  to  me  so  that  1  neveH  can  fonget  it. 


A  little  beloAt  this  theAe  was  m  I Alsh  lamly  erne,  to  live  about  a  mite 
pLom  us.  Tht  mn  took  hi ah  and  dim  veAy  suddenly.  His  name  was  John  Mont - 
gomeAy,  his  wile  was  Many  Montgommy.  Ska  took  sick  immediately  alteAwaAd  ho 
on  the.  1  Slh  cl  September,  1841  J  want  to  see  hat*  Ska  was  veAy  leeble  ho  that 

she  had  about  given  up  talking  to  heA  lamily,  but  when  she  hm  me  ska  began  to 
tough  and  to  spmk.  She  burned  veAy  mwah  -pleated  and  hewed  to  Aevlve  consldeA- 
ably.  She  hold  that  she  (mm  me  as  boon  as  bhe  haw  me  Ioa  bhe  had  been  me  In 
a.  dAem  and  knew  my  name  when  bhe  was  on  the  ocean.  She  told  heA  lamily  about 
me  and  bald  when,  bhe  got  bottled  In  Ame/Uca  bhe  would  bee  ll  bhe  could  llnd  me. 

I  asked  hex  bon  and  daughte/i  about  It,  they  bald  they  AmembeAed  it  and  bald  It 
wab  t>iue.  She  was  bo  mack  betteA  while  X  wab  theAe  that  they  thought  bhe  would 
get  well,  but  bhe  died  the  next  day .  I  mention  this  clAcumtance  because  1  do 
not  know  but  what  It  will  be  my  pniviledge  at  home  time  to  be  baptized  fan  heA . 

September.  16,  1841,  VacmcJa  KJjiby  oxme  home  pwm  Illinois .  1  thought  he 

was  a  wicked  man  bepoAe  he  went  away,  but  he  was  ten  times  wo  Abe  when  he  came 
back.  He  would  ; take  the  name  o&  the  Load  In  vain  at  eve/uj  bimth.  He  bald  the 
State  ofa  Illinois  was  a  pooA,  mem,  sickly  place  and  he  would  not  go  theAe  to 
live,  Ioa  1$  he  bhould,  he  would  boon  die .  It  seemed  a&  though  he  had  been  In 
the  most  outAageoub  company  while  he  wa&  gone,  &ga  he  could  not  speak  cl  anything 
good.  He  bald  theAe  wqac  some  Methodist  ?A eackeAS  on  the  Steamboat  who  asked 
him  ll  he  was* not  a&nald  tc  act  so  fiy.de?  He  said  he  neveA  was  apiald  ol  the 
lace  ol  a  man  In  his  Hie,  and  he  ce/italnly  did  not  leaA  the  Land. 

My  bAotheA,  David,  came  home  with  hint  and  he  told  me  that  (COtby  did  some¬ 
thing  on  the  way  and,  told  hh n  not  to  tell.  J  neveji  asked  kirn  what  It  was  {qa 
I  ms  so  gAleved  at  what  I  alAeady  knew  that  I  did  not  wish  to  he/vt  anything  mot  e 

Klnhy  took  veAy  sick  on  SeptembeA  17th  and  was  veAy  bad  several  days ,  but 
he  soon  got  betteA  sc  as  to  turn  about  and  act  as  bad  as  eveA,  but  all  this  time 
I  did  not  loAget  to  ptiay  to  the  Load  tc  pAolect  me  and  to  dellveA  me  lAom  my 
bondage,  and  he  did  send  the  Holy  SpiAit  to  Aest  upon  me  which  did  comloAt  my 
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mind  so  that  X  composed  sevexal  hymns  dotting  the  tune.  o£  my  a££lictlon.  They 

axe  mitten,  but  not  In  this  book. 

Klxby  told  me  that  when  he  was  at  fiathe/ils  he  pnomlsed  them  that  he  would 
let  me  go  the  next  stumnex  to  lee  them .  X  should  not  have  thought  o £  such  a 
thing  i£  he  had  not  mentioned  It.  So  1  concluded  to  visit  the  branch  o£  the 
Chinch  at  E&sa  and  get  advice  about  such  a  jounney.  We  had  a  little  boy  named 
John  Walken  living  with  us ,  he  was  a  distant  relative  g£  Klxby *6.  He  lived 
with  iu  oven  £oux  yeaxs.  He  was  about  10  yeans  old  at.  this  time  and  on  Jamaxy 
5,  1842,  he  went  with  me  In  a  one  lions e  cutten  to  E ssa,  but  we  su££exed  veny  much 
with  the  cold . 

T  attended  meeting  at  S no.  dulZougks  on  the  6th  and  was  told  that  most  o£ 
the  people  ofi  the  branch  wene  going  to  Hauvoo  the  next  surnnex  and  that  1  could 
go  with  them  l£  I  wished  to  do  sc.  We  came  home  Januaxy  7 th. 

Vu/Ung  the  next  seven  months  Kinky f 6  conduct  was  no  bettex.  X  m  sonny 
to  say  It,  but  X  can  so  gnieved  that  I  can  handly  keep  from  weeping  white  X 
(mite.  To  think  that  all  my  pnayex s,  leans  and  eitxeatl.es  would  not  tuxn  him 
In  the  least  fytom  kls  evil  ways* 

July  28th,  1842 ,  S no.  Alexandex  Hill  and  about  4Q  othexs  came  to  oux  place 
on  tkelx  my  to  Hauvoo.  Klxby  treated  them  kindly  white  they  wene  at  ouvi  house, 

On  July  29 th  Klxby  took  his  team  and  wagon  and  went  1 8  miles  with  John 
'  Walken  and  me  cm  the  way  to  Hauvoo,  seme  c£  the  company  wexe  ahead  o£  as  as  we 
would  pass  the  houses,  Klxby  would  point  his  £lngex  and  yell,  out,  "Tkexe  goes 
Mammons,"  and.  would  laugh  vexy  loudly,  yet  a£tex  all  this  1  was  vex y  sonny  to 
pant  with  him,  and  7  wept  vexy  much.  He  le£t  us  at  the  place  called  Sydenham. 
Toon  days  a£texiaaxds,  I  told  some  ofi  the  camp  that  l£  Klxby  would  come  alien 
me  1  would  go  back  with  him.  The  nmson  t  £elt  so  bad  was  because  X  thought 
X  might  nevex  go  back  to  him  again. 

X  had  nesolved  In  my  mind  to  go  avid  see  the  Pxophet  Joseph,  and  ask  him 
wketke/i  X  should  go  back  to  Klxby  on  not.  l£  he  should  say,  "Stay  at  Hauvoo/' 
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I  would  mite,  Kifrhy  to  acme  to  me.  Kifrhy  knew  nothing  o(  this,  s o  J  came  on 
with  Vatkefr  Hill  and  his  (curuly  to  Vetfroit,  a  distance  o(  25 0  mile*.  We  steadied 
tkefre  August  16,  1842.  I  was  vefry  uneasy  alt  the.  way  because  we  traveled  so 

slowly. 

I  mote  a.  letter  back  to  Kinky  (from  Vetfroit  and  told  him  how  uneasy  X 
was  and  how  we  got  along .  X  was  told  a(temvtds  that  1C My  deceived  the  letter 
and  cxwiied  it  evefrywhe/ie  he  went  and  got  it  fread  by  all  he  wa&  acquainted  with 
and  kept  talking  about  me  all  the  time ,  saying  that  X  was  the  host  woman  he  even, 
saw.  He  seemed  ve/iy  uneasy  as  i(  he  had  lost  the  only  tfrea&ufre  he  had  in  the 
wofrld.  They  said  he  acted  vefry  cU((efrently  (tom  what  he  used  to  do.  He  would 
hufrfry  the  &  e/wants  and  sag  they  did  not  do  enough  wofrk. 

I  thought  1  could,  not  becui  to  go  so  slew  any  longefr,  so  X  asked  what  they 
thought  o(  my  going  ahead .  They  said  they  believed  X  could  go  safely  enough , 
and  that  X  could  do  as.  I  pleased .  Bfro.  Alemndefr  Hill  mote  me  a  letter  o( 
recommendation,  and  1  left  them  with  the  best  o(  feelings,  (on  I  loved  the 
people  o(  that  branch,  and  do  to  this  day  because  they  afre  good  people . 

I  got  on  the  Roll  cox.  and  in  two  days  1  was  300  miles  (bom  them.  1  had 

been  two  weeks  coming  2 SC  mites  with  them .  X  went  to  Chicago  and  (from  the/s.  to 
Pefra,  and  to  Veofria  and  to  fta&hviZZe,  and  (from  tkefre  to  Ca/tthage . 

My  fathefr  had  moved  (from  Pike  County  to  Hancock  County  about  3  miles  (from 
Cafrthage  so  1  hifred  a  man  to  take  me  with  his  tern  to  my  V allien' s.  This  was 
August  20  th,  1842.  On  August  24  my  bfrothefr  Jacob  Efr  Tefrfry  took  me  to  Nauvoo. 

At  this  tine  some  o(  the  mobbe/ts  wefre  a(tefr  the  Vfrophet  Joseph  with  a  mil, 

so  that  X  could  not  see  him .  $  saw  Mo.  Hyfrm  Smith  and  asked  him}  what  X  should 
do.  He  told  me  to  go  back  to  Kifrby ,  and.  that  X  should  go  safely.  This  pleased 
me  (ofr  X  was  vex .y  much  affraid  o(  the  watefr.  I  believed  what  he  said  and  told 
kirn  1  would  do  so.  1  went  back  to  Fathefr1  s  and  my  bfrothefr  Joshua  took  a  hofrse 
and  mg  on  and  went  with  me  to  Mo.  2  emifra  Pfrapefr's,  my  sistefr  Amy’s  husband , 

This  was  September t  2nd,  7  §42. 
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1  went  to  'meeting  September  4th.  and  on  the  5th  m  slanted  again  on  mix 
jouxmy.  We  called  at  a  house  to  fieed  the  fiox&e,  1  was  not  fizzling  vexy  mil , 
as  my  health  had  been  peak  fiox  ymxs.  The  woman  caked  me  Ifi  1  would  have  a  cap 
ofi  tea  and  I  told  hex  X  did  not  dxink  tea,  so  she  got  nothing  fiox  me. 

When  we  had  gone  about  3G  miles  we  asked  to  stay  all  night,  but  the 
people  said  no,  so  m  txled  {Am  house  to  house  till  we  had  gone  about  10  miles 
fiaxthex  and  It  wets  quite,  late  at  night  befioxe  we  fiowid  anybody  that  would  let 
us  stay  ail  flight. 

Septmbex  6th,  1842,  we  readied  John  Cxawfioxd's,  my  si&tex  Maxilla's 
husband,  they  lived  on  an  island  .in  the  Illinois  xivex.  He  was  no  Moxmon,  and 
would  sweat  texxibly.  We  stayed  thexe.  one  nijAxt  and  went  a  fiew  mil.es  down  the 
Aivex  the  next  day  to  Jones  EeM.y,  wkexe  my  sl&tex  Jane  lived.  She  was  maxnied 
to  a  mm  named  Geoxge  W.  Voting.  I  was  ve/iy  sick  while  I  was  thexe  and  the 
mosquitos  plagued  me  so  badly  that  I  could  not  sleep. 

On  the  evening  ofi  the  9th  I  got  on  the  steamboat  "Exact’  and  took  cab*in 
passage  fie  A  Pesi a.  The  cabin  was  only  occupied  by  the  ckambexmaid  and  myselfi. 

1  thxm  myselfi  .Into  a  bexth  with  my  clothes  on.  Sometime  . in  the  night  I  fiound 
the  cabin  docks  open  and  the  dmnbenmald  gone.  In  a  fim  minutes  I  heaxd  hex 
voice  as  she  passed  back  and  fioxtk  by  the  cabin  and  ovex  the  deck  with  some  men. 
I  was  texxlfiled  and  perplexed*  Afitex  awhile.  she  came  In  and  as  feed  Ifi  I  heaxd 
that  noise,  l  said  no.  She  said  "Tkme  was  a  texxlble  noise,  she  thought  the 
boile-L  had  hauled. M  I  ms  so  pxovoked  at  hex  that  I  would  not  talk  to  hex,  fiox 
7.  knm  thexe  had  been  no  noise,  only  what  she  had  made  with  the  men.  I  thought 
1  would  nevex  go  atom  again  fiox  fieax  that  I  should  get  Into  some  gang  I 
should  not  .like.  She  told  the  mate  that  I  wanted  the  doox&  open.  They  tuAned 
hex  ofifi  the  boat  the  next  moxning  sc  X  was  not  cLU tutted.  any  moxe. 

Septmbex  It,  1842,  7  xeached  Chicago,  and  on  the  13th  I  sailed  fiox  Bufifiala 
on  the  steamboat  "Illinois,"  and  axxlved  thexe  safiely  on  ike  18th.  The  next 
day  I  was  in  the  city  ofi  Toxonto  in  C amda,  25  miles  fixom  home.  X  was  almost 
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oveji joyed  to  think  I  should  so  scon  be  at  home.*  Nothing  on  my  ixip  had  caused 
mo.  to  feel  kali  joyful. 

It  was  night  when  1.  owiived  at  Md,  Wallace* &  tavedn,  the  fi/ist  one  1  saw 
was  Has .  Wallace.  I  caught  hold  of  he n.  hand  and  said,  "Hew  do  you  do?"  "How  l& 
Fdancis?"  She  tinned  fdom  me  as  If  with  hoddod  at  seeing  my  6 c  happy ,  then 
tunned  back  In  a  moment  and  said,  "You  must  know  the  wodst.  F/cancis  Kidby  is 
dead  and  bunted."  If  thede  had  been  an  eadthquake  I  should  not  have  been 
shocked  kali  &®  mich  as  J  was  at  this  nem.  I  thxm  myself  on  the  flood  and 
held  Uns.  Wedla.ce  by  the  hand  and  gave  way  to  as  much  soddow  as  l  had  Joy 
before.  She  said  "It  was  a  thousand  pities,"  and  Idled  to  comfort  me  fod  she 
was  a  vedy  good  woman  ami  always  ms  my  f diend. 

A fted  a  few  houM  deflection  I  thought  It  was  best  to  be  comforted,  fod 
I  knew  that  the  L odd..  In  mefiey,  had  taken  him  fdom  me,  accoddlng  to  what  I  had 
seen  be. f ode  by  the  spldit  of  pdophecy,  so  1  felt  to  acknowledge  His  hand  In  It 
and  bead  ll  as  well  as  I  could,  but  I  would  muck  dathed  that  he  had  lived  and 
joined  the  Chudck.  He  died  August  37,  1842  a  fled  only  4  od  5  days  sickness  of 
Inflamatlon  and  feved,  They  said  he  kept  calling  fod  me,  and  about  ten  minutes 
be f ode  he  died  he  walked  tkaougk  the  house  hunting  fod  me.  He  said  he  knew  I 
was  In  the  house  and  was  angdy  when  they  told  him  I  was  not.  They  get  him  to 
bed  again  and  he  sold.,  "She  Is  thede. "  They  asked ,  "Who?"  He  an&weded,  "My 
wife,"  and  died  In  a  moment  without  the  least  struggle.  Those  who  wede  tkede 
sold  they  did  believe  he  saw  me  standing  at  the  foot  of  the  bed ,  fod  when  he' 
sold  J  ms  hi  the  house,  he  described  what  I  had  m u 

I  caught  cold  while  on  the  .lakes,  the  weather i  having  been  cold  and  stodmy. 
Septmbed  29th  I  was  vedy  sick,  not  being  able  to  sit  up,  but  It  was  vei y 
necessoJuj  that  I  should  be  at  home  immediately  to  attend  to  my  af folds,  as 
they  mae  aldeady  In  ike  hands  of  a  Zawycd.  One  of  my  neighbors  was  In  town 
that  day  and  a  bed  od  couch  was  placed  In  his  wagon  so  that  I  could  He  dam , 
mid  In  this  way  I  went  home  hat  It  seemed  as  If  It  would  full  me  when  the  hod&es 
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muld  Ptoi.  I  kept  begging  {or-  km  to  go  slowly,  so  it  was  a{ter  night  when  2 
got  home., 

tty  brother  David  was  there  and  had  possession  o{  the  house..  He.  heard  1 
mi  coming  so  he  came  two  or  three  miles  to  meet  me.  He  said  he  had  had  a 
great  deal  o{  trouble  about  the  property  oa  Kirby  had  died  without  making  & 
wilt ,  and.  having  no  children.  Kirby  had  a  cousin  named  George  Walken  who  sold 
he  maid  see  l{  he  could  helJi  the  property,  which  consisted  o{  166  acA.es  o{ 
land  in  the  Township  o{  Athlon,  {ixst  lot  and  {irst  concession,  Home  District, 
Canada.  The  neighbors  valued  It  at  $1600.60  and  the  goods  and  chattels  to  over 
$SCO  more.  He  scud  . it  ms  &  pity  Kirby  had  not  made  a  will  so  that  7  could  have 
had  pa/it  o{  it,  but  he.  acted  the  rogue  so  that  he  did  not  get  any  o{  It.  I 
was  Kirby*  s  lawful  wl{e  and  the  only  lm{ul  heir  but  1  {ound  it  quite  a  task  to 
pay  his  debts  which  amounted  to  oven  $606.00,  o{  which  1  never  contracted  non 
caused  to  be  contracted  one  skilling. 

Hicha/td  Conn  and  some  mane  o{  my  neighbors  did  all  they  could  to  help  me. 
While  others  did  all  they  could  against  me.  I  kept  getting  worse  after  1  a me 
home  so  that  the  neighbors  thought  I  would  die ,  and  they  persuaded  me  to  make  a 
will,  so  to  please  them  2  got  one  mitten  on  September  24th ,  though  1  never 
believed  I  was  going  to  die  then.  There  were  so  many  people  coming  In  continually 
to  see  me  that  at  last  1  told  my  brother  David  that  I  surely  would  die  l&  I  could 
not  get  a  tittle  rest.  He  was  very  kind  to  me,  so  on  the  26th  he  told  them  2 
was  too  sick  to  be  disturbed.  A {ter  a  {ew  days  I  began  to  Improve  slowly,  bat 
1  had  to  keep  a  girl  {or  Mo  months  before  1  ms  able  to  do  my  work. 

I  got  a  paling  made  and  pit  around  Kirby* s  grave  as  soon  as  I  could ,  and 
a  head  board  with  kls  name  and  age  and  these  verses  on  it: 

The  once  loved  {oAm  now  cold  and  dead , 

Each  mourn{ul  thought  employs, 

And  nature  weeps,  her  comments  {led, 

And  withered  ail  her  joys. 
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tfope  look*  beyond  the  bound*  o{  time; 

When,  what  we  now  deplore 
ft Shalt  rise  In  lull  imortal  bloom 
And  bloom  to  {ode  no  more. 

Bat  all  this  did  not  s >aiis{y  the  neighbor* ,  far  one  dag  1  s miled  about 
something ,  and  one  o{  thm  cheated  me  In  a  moment  and  said  they  had  neve/ 1 
laughed  since  Kirby's  death .  Another  wondered  why  I  did  not  have  kirn  dug  up  to 
see  him.  Others  we/te  grieved  because  I  did  ml  any  all  the  time,  but  X  did  cry 
more  than  I  ought  to  have  done.  I  {ett  very  much  troubled  and  low  spirited  most 
o{  the  time,  but  Br o.  Standing  [James  Standing's  {other}  came  several  times  to 
see  me  and  Piled  to  encourage  me  all  he  could. 

A  man  named  John  McDonald  brought  a  horse  and  Kirby  had  joined  the  note 
with  him  as  security.  They  sued  me  and  made  me  pay  the  note  and  neveA  sued  km 
at  all,  X  went  to  see  him  about  It  but  X  deceived  nothing  but  Insults  {ram 
kw.  And  there  were  many  mote  eases  o{  di{{erent  kinds  gotten  up  to  torment  me. 
A  tavern  keepo) 1  named  (fin.  Atchison  was  one  o{  my  greatest  enemies,  without  the 
lease  provocation. 

Everything  was  done  that  could  be  to  hinder  me  {rom  getting  a  {m  dollars 
to  kelp  me  go  away  {rom  there,  {or  X  was  determined  to  gather  with  the  Saints 
as  soon  as  possible.  Some  o{  my  {riends  came  to  see  me  and  Piled  to  persuade 
me  to  stay.  Others  thought  they  could  coax  me  to  stay,  by  the  o{{er  o{  their 
hand,  with  riches  and  honor ,  but  1  did  not  worship  the  same  God  they  did ,  so 
they  failed  also  far  my  whole  heart  ms  set  on  being  with  ike  Church  as  soon 
as  I  could  get  ray  a{{alrs  settled . 

1843 

Mrs.  Wallace  sent  {or  me  to  come  to  Toronto  and  stay  with  her  {or  a  {ew 
days.  X  went  and.  she  received  me  very  kindly  and  took  me  to  see  her  too 
daughters,  Mrs.  Lynn  and  Mrs.  Dun.  They  were  living  in  grand  style  among  the 
{Put  class  in  the  city  o{  Toronto.  They  were  pUmdly  to  me  {or  1  ms 
acquainted  with  them  befare  they  were  married.  Mrs .  WaJLto.ee  tried  to  amuse  me 


all  she  could*  She  gave  me  a  black  crepe  veil  and  otke/t  articles  o£  mou/tning , 
Her.  husband  [Wi.  William  Wallace. j  treated  me  as  kindly  as  l£  he.  had  been  my 

{other.  His  advice  ivas  dictated  by  wisdom*  But  all  this  could  not  make,  me 
happy  as  long  as  my  business  was  so  unsettled*  X  was  only  away  {rom  home  four 
days  for  I  could  not  beast  to  be.  long  on  a  visit ,  so  my  tune,  passed  tilt  April 
17,  1843 .  Then  1  Heated  my  place,  to  a  tin.*  Johnson  ion.  $100  per  annum * 

On  May  3rd,  1843  he  came,  with  his  family  and  took  possession  o{  the  house.* 

T  stayed  a  lew  days  to  sell  my  personal  cheats,  but  X  soon  iound  that  they 
were  not  willing  that  1  should  occupy  even  one  tittle,  bed/icom  till  1  could 
settle  up  the  nut  ci  my  a££alrs. 

tins*  Uostrowser,  one  oi  my  neighbors?  hea/Ung  o£  the  treatment  I  was 
receiving  £rom  the  Johnson  £amily  sent  hen.  son  with  a  wagon  and  moved  me.  to 
her  house •  She  was  very  kind  and  acted  just  tike  a  mother  to  me*  I  made  hen. 
house  my  home  as  long  as  X  stayed  In  Canada* 

On  tiay  25,  1843,  X  was  In  the  city  o£  Toronto  and  having  an  opportunity  X 
node  out  a  £m  miles  Into  the  Township  o£  Scarborough  to  see  the  country*  X 
c/wssed  the  river  Dawn*  1  mention  this  because  my  Grandiather  Vans  hall  Terry 
was  drowned  th.ere ,  and  1  had  never,  seen  the  place  before*  My  brother,  David , 
did  all  he  could  to  help  me  settle  up  my  business  with  those  to  whom  Kirby  was 
Indebted *  X  gave  Richard  Carr  the  power  o£  attorney  to  transact  all  business 
for  me  a£ter  1  should  leave* 

On  the  26th  oi  June,  1843,  I  started  for  the  states*  tiy  brother  David 
accompanied  me  to  Bu££alo,  ti*Y*  On  June  27th  X  boarded  the  steamer  "Robert 
Fulton"  for  Chicago,  parting  with  my  brother  David,  who  went  back  to  Canada  and 
X  have  never  seen  him  since* 

The  boat  was  very  heavily  loaded ,  tker.e  being  more  than  300  persons  on 
the  boat*  On  Lake  ttu/Lon  there  was  a  great  thunderstorm  coining  to  meet  us* 
it  looked  very  black  and  terrl£ylng *  i  was  very  rw.ck  afyiald  and  began  to  cry  to 
the  Lord *  In  a  moment  something  seemed  to  say  to  me,  "Be  still  and  see  the 
salvation  o£  the  Lord."  It  had  already  begun  to  rain  but  1  £elt  composed  and. 
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went  to  look  at  the,  c load,  which  to  my  astonishment  just  separated,  pant  moving 
to  the  Month  awl  pant  to  the  South  so  that  the  beat  paired  through  without 
scaxcetg  fading  the  stem,  but  the.  weatken.  ms  cold  and  Lake  Michigan.  «m  vexy 
xougk.  J  ms  Wig  sick,  the  boat  being  small  and  so  crowded  with  people.,  and 
the  luggage  was  packed  faom  deck  to  deck  so  that  it  i>m  vexy  difaicult  to  walk 
when  the  bool:  was  stilt,  but  now  when  the  boat  pitched  abound  in  evexy  din ectlon 
and  people  sick,  you  may  Imagine  what  kind  o{  a  time  I  had,  but  I  xea&ked 
Chicago  safely  July  5xd  and  was  thankful  to  the  Land, 

At  about  faux  o'clock  the  next  manning  I  took  stake  fan.  Bg tvidexe,  lit* 
amid  the  naan  o£  cannon .  At  Elgin,  Illinois  I  sm  a  gxand  paxade,  and  xeached 
Belvidexe  be  fane  sundown.  On  the  5th  I  went  to  see  Ralph  Gmith  and  his  si&tefi 
Elizabeth  Gcmlth,  1  ms  vexy  glad  to  see  them.  They  had  hem  my  neighbote 
In  Canada,  but  had  moved  faom  thexe  on  account  o£  the  "Change  Gang.” 

X  had  caught  a.  heavy  cold  while  on  the  lakes  and  wm  vexy  sick,  bat  they 
wexe  veAij  kind  to  me,  July  7 ,  7843,  John  McGee  took  me  In  a  wagon  to  Samuel 
Hacketti  *  He  ms  maxnied  to  my  sistex,  Penny, 

The  cold  had  settled  so  mi  my  lungs  that  1  could  ftaxdly  speak  fax  sevexal 
days  .  On  Juljy  1 5th  Samuel  and  Vency  took  my  to  Belvidexe,  1  had  to  wait  till 

t  o'clock  the  next  moxn-tng  fax  the  stage,  and  when  it  came  It  was  so  {ail  that 

I  could  not  take  my  luggage,  and  the  stage  dxlvex  ms  In  a  huxxy  to  go,  and 
It  was  some  40  ox  50  xods  to  John  McGee's,  so  l  slanted.  on  the  xun  to  get  him 
.to  take  avie  my  luggage.  My  xunnlng  started  up  6  ot  7  gxrnt  dogs  .  They 
erne  at  me  all  at  once  with  sack  faxy,  as  ifi  they  intended  to  tmx  me  to  pieces, 
bat  when  they  got  within  a  £m  faet  o£  me  they  alt  turned  axoimd  without  gxowling 
ox  baxklng  my  moxe,  except  one  .tittle  one  which  went  with  me  as  l{  to  guaxd  me, 

and  when  1  came  back  they  nevex  seemed  to  notice  me. 

On  the  m&xvii.ng  ofi  July  77th  1  xeacked  Galena,  and  in  the  evening  1  got  on 
a  boat  called  "Golem.''  and  stunted  fax  Hrnvoo,  At  night  thexe  was  a  man  going 
axoimd.  on  the  boat  minding  everybody f s  business  but  his  own,  I  did  not  like  tiie 
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loohs  o{  him.  I  laid  down  but  was  afaatd  to  go  to  sleep.  About  11  o'clock 
at  night  IkeAe  taint  me  men  on  the :  boat.  One  o{  them  came  and  laid  on  home 
boxes  /Ught  In  fyiont  oi  my  betfh,  I  \ belt  m&e  In  a  moment,  and  ieil  asleep,  but 
In  the  moAning  I  fioimd  that  the  mi  quite  &  had  bitten  my  iace  badly  and  the  tm 
men  that  came  on  the  beat  we/ie  Bags.  Ca/i/wl  and  McCain.  They  had  been  on  a 
mission  to  the  uppeA  past  oi  Illinois. 

5 tic.  McCuine  was  lick  so  they  mAt  on  thelA  way  home.  I  was  glad  oi  that 
company ,  X  aAAived  at  my  iatkeA's  house  July  1 9th,  1843.  He  was  then  living 
In  Nrnvoo,  Hancock ,  Illinois. 

I  ieil  Aejoiced  veAy  muck  and  was  veny  thank&at  to  the  Load  ion.  this 
exceeding  g/irnt  meJtcy,  In  bringing  me  to  safety  to  my  (Aiends  and  to  the  body  c£ 
the  CkitAch.  On  this  same  day  Bag.  James  B malts  son  was  kilted  with  lightning. 
ThelA  house  was  not  iaA.  {Aom  iatkeA's  so  motheA  and  I  i went  to  see  him.  It  had 
struck  him  on  the  bAea&t,  making  a  bAown  spot  about  fiouJi  Inches  in  dlameteA.  He 
ms  standing  in  the  dooA  when  he  was  stAuck.  X  believe  he  was  about  9  yeans  old. 
The/ie  was  only  the  one  {last  oi  lightning  duAing  the  whole  shorten,  and  the 
thundeA  ms  not  veAy  heavy.  X  only  make  a  bAi&i  sketch,  oi  what  occuAed  {Aom 
time  to  time. 

August  6th ,  1843  I  went  to  a  meeting  and  saw  the  PAopket  Joseph  ioA  the  ii/ist 
tune.  He  was  a  tasige,  well  built t  good  looking  man. 

August  13th  I  was  baptized  ioA  Kiaby  and  his  motheA,  Am  Waptes,  his  Uncle 
William  KiAby,  his  Aunt  CkaAlotte  Fastest  and  his  sisteA  Elizabeth  Kljihy.  I  was 
aitenmnds  baptized  {oa  his  GAcurtd&alheA,  Nicholas  Kin.bg,  which  we  Ac  all  dead,  bat 
this  woAk  has  to  be  all  done  again.  It  was  a  veAy  sickly  time,  so  I  spent  a 
gAeat  po Alien  oi  my  time  working  ioA  the  sick. 

September  1th ,  1843 ,  I  ms  at  a  pAayeA  meeting  and  SisteA  WheeleA  sang  in 
tongues,  and  the  gipt  oi  inteApAetation  was  given  to  me,  and  we  had  a  joyiul 
tarn  indeed.  I  neveA  missed  a  meeting  when  It  was  in  my  poweji  to  go.  At  this 
time  J  was  living  at  BAotkeA  Samuel  ClaAk's.  They  weAe  ten  in  the  i amity ,  and 
all  oi  them  sick ,  They  only  lived  a  shoAt  distance  {Aom  FatheA’s,  so  I  went 
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kome  every  slight;  {or  1  knew  i{  1  should  lie  down  and  sleep  among  the,  si ck 
I  should  be  sick  Zoo.  In  this  way  I  was  able,  to  take  care  o{  the  hick  {or  home, 
tune.,  and  had  better  health  than  I  had  in  Canada. 

September  30th,  S.isZcx  Clark  had  a  daughter  born*  and  on  the  hid  o{  October 
keA  daughter  Emma  Clark  died . 

October  9th  1  went  out  o{  Mauvoo  a  {m  miles  on  the  pxarie  to  take  c one  o{ 
mtj  Aunt ,  Elizabeth  Terry ,  wi{e  o{  my  Uncle  Timothy  Terry.  I  stayed  there  tilt 
November  4th ,  J 143.  I  like  to  live  with  them  ion.  they  were  very  agreeable  and 
good  to  live  with,  ho  this  time  passed  away  very  pleasantly. 

Movembe/i  18,  1843  my  {other  and  mothex  and  my  bxothex  Jacob  and  his  wi{e 
amt  mysel{  went  to  Bro ,  Hijxum  Smith's  and  got  our  Vatriaxckal  Blessings  o{  which 
we  have  Ike  copies.  About:  this  time  it  was  taught  in  oux  meeti.ngs  that  we  would 
have  to  sacri{ice  oux  . idols  in  order  to  be  saved.  1  could  not  think  o{  anything 
that  would  grieve  me  to  posit,  with  in  my  possession  except  Trancis  Kilby's  watch, 
so  I  gave  it  to  help  build  the  Nativoo  Temple,  and  everything  else  that  1  could 
possibly  spaxe  and  the  last  {ew  doZlaxs  that  I  had  in  the  world,  which  altogethex 
mounted  to  mostly  $5 0.00  7  believe,  but  1  kept  no  account  o{  it,  {ox  X  trusted 
to  Bro.  Whitehead  who  kept  it  {ox  he  was  the  clexk  at  that  time. 

I  kexe  insert  my  Vatriarchal  Blessing:

I  spent  a  great  part  o£  my  time  sewing  and  washing  and  worki.ng  {or  the  sick, 
but  made  it  my  home  at.  my  {other's  house* 

There  were  a  great  many  o{  the  Saints  that  died ,  and  it  grieved  me  very 
much  that  the  Saints  could  not  get  { aith  to  live . 

On  January  5th,  1844  the  {allowing  lines  erne  imtjo  my  mind  and  seemed  to 
press  me  on  to  write  them . 

Oh,  all  ye  Sai.nts  o{  latter  days , 

I  *d  have  you  to  give  ear. 

Unto  the  chosen  Propket9s  voice, 

In  this  the  latter  year. 
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Oh,  keep  His  pX.ec.epU  and  HU  lam 
Fox  they  to  yea  axe  even

My  mind  had  been  somewhat  cast  down  $ox  some  time  and  on  the  25th  ofi  Januaxy 
I  was  xeadLbig  In  the  Book  c£  Mo/mon  whexe  It  says, "Thy  watchmen  shall  lltft  up 
thelx  voice,  and  with  the  voice  togethex  shall  they  sing,  &ox  they  sahll  see  eye

®km  7  nmt  these  maos  my  whole  soul  was  {tiled  with  joy  and  hope  In  the  gnecut 
mexcij  ana  goodness  0 {  God  xn  the  redemption  o{  the  human,  ^airily.  I  began 
Immediately  to  sing  In  tongues  and  sang  sevetuil  vexses .  This  was  the  {l/ist 
time  I  had  that  $i{t,  so  I  txuty  Aejolced  In  the  splxlt  and  pAcused  the  la  Ad, 

I  passed  a.  gnmt.  paxt  o{  my  time  In  going  to  meetings,  working  fa  A  the  poo  a 
and  taking  cxiAe  0$  the  sick. 

J  mote  to  Samuel  Haskett  and  my  slsteA,  asking  them  to  go  to  Hrnvoo  to 
maize  us  a  visit,  ami  to  b/Ung  my  things  that  X  had  le{t  at  Belvldexe,  but  . they 
emitd  net  come.,  so  they  got  John  Hem  fid,  who  was  Living  a  {ew  mites  faom  thexe 
to  come .  He  axnJved  at  Hrnvoo  oh  the  11th  o{  May.  I  had  been  acquainted  with 
him  fax  s eve/ml  yews. 

%  patents  mjie  old  and  my  fatkeA  was  always  sick,  and  I  was  a{mld  that  1 
should,  become  chaAc cable  to  them,  as  the  fajut  ym/is  xent  o{  my  pxopeAty  In 
Canada,  had  tv  go  to  pay  a  debt .  1  knew  It  would  be  some  time  befaxe  1  could 

get  anything  fam  theAe  to  help  me  to  live,  sc  when  John  Hmaxd  sm  the  clx- 
cum&tanees  undex  which  7.  ms  placed  he  told  me  1$  I  ms  willing  he  would  buy  a 
place  In  Naavco  arid  go  back  to  Belvldexe  and  sell  his  fa/m  end  come  to  K'auvoo 

blessings  as  I  was,  so  I  thought 
pexkaps  It  was  the  best  thing  that  7.  could  do .  So  on.  the  20th  o{  May,  1844, 
we  went  to  Bag.  Hyxum  Smith's  and  got  him  .to  manxy  us * 

.  John  bought  Bxo >  Timothy  King's  house  and  lot  and  his  cm  also  and  on  the 
5th  o&  June,  John  slanted  back  to  settle  up  hit  afaaixs  in  Boon  County,  Illinois , 
and  7  went  to  my  old  occupation  o{  taking  ojaxe  o{  the  sick .  X  almost  always 
woAked  fax  these  who  wexe  vexy  pew  a,  so  that  l  Aecelved  but  vexy  Little  fax  my 
wo/ tk  besides  \y  boaxd . 

On  June  16th  I  went  ami.  heaxd  8 xo.  Joseph,  the  Vxopket,  pxmch  to  a  vexy 
Laxge  eongxeg&tlon  In  the  /min.  1  /thought  7.  would  stay  and  Listen  as  Long  as 
he  would  stay  and  pxmch  though  It  /mined  vexy  hand  all  0 {  the  people^  seemed  to 


{eel  7-  did.  A  &  ho  fit  lime  he{ofie  this  a  filthy  nuisance  o{  pointing  p tea-6 
am  destroyed  in  Nauvoo.  Many  {dlsdwods  had  hem  published  against  the  Chufick 
by  it.  The.  editofiS  fiaised  a  mob  and  said  i{  they  could  not  get  Joseph  Smith 
they  mold  destroy  the  whole  city  {ofi  fievmge. 

The  {ifist  thought  that  cam  into  my  mind  when  I  hea/id  they  wefie  a{tefi  the 
V&ophet  Joseph  with  a  mit  ms,  "CuJtse  the  man  that  will  give  him  up,"  But  {c> t 
the  love  he  had  {ofi  the  Chwtah  he  gave  fwitsel{  up  to  save  the  bti2thn.cn,  also 
his  btwtketi  Hytmm  and  othe/u  went  with  him  to  Carthage,  and  on  the  27th  o{ 

June  1844  oufi  beloved  bfiotheM  Joseph  and  Hyfium  Smith  iW le  rmfide/ied  in  Cmthage 
Jail..  But  as  this  is  all  written  and  well  known  in  the  Chu/iah,  X  will  only  say 
it  ms  a  time  o{  solemnity  and  the  deepest  mourning,  t  {elt  as  though  I  could 
willingly  go  and  he-Cp  avenge,  the.it i  blood. 

On  July  10th,  18 44  John  Hmxfid  came  home.  He  had  sold  his  place  and  all 
that  was  on  it  to  his  hn.ot.kefi.  William  f leimfid,  but  had  to  wait  a  yean,  {on  the 
{ifist  payment;  so  this  kepi  us  quite  destitute.  John  went  to  monk  in  the.  ha/iveit 
{ ield ,  {on  which  he  has  nevefi  neceived  his  pay  to  this  day  { 1853),  but  he  wanked 
so  hand  in  the  hot  weatke/i  and  had  bad  mien  to  d/tink  so  that  he  c/me  home 
July  20tk  veJiy  sick.  He  got  betten  again  so  that  on  July  29th  he  went  to  {athefi 
John  Smith* s  and  got  his  Patnianchal  blessing. 

While  the  Pfiophet  Joseph  was  alive,  he  a as  pnesidmt  o{  the  Chufick,  and 
Hyfiwn  Smith  and  Sidney  Higdon  wute  his  coun&  ellofis .  At  the  time  o{  his  death 
the  twelve  apostles  went  on  missions,  and  Sidney  Higdon,  had  gone  East  to  Zsty 
to  make  a  betten  living  {on  himel{  and  {amity  than,  he  could  in  Nrnvoa.  He 
had  alneady  got  ti/ied  o{  living  with  the  Saints  and  su{{ening  the  pefisecutions 
that  Joseph  and  the  nest  o{  the  Chufick  had  to  undengo;  bat  when  he  heafid  that 
Joseph  and  Hyfiwn  went  dead  he  came  to  Nauvoo  as  soon  as  possible  to  set  himsel{ 
up  as  head  o{  the  Chinch. 

On  August  4th,  1844  he  (Sidney]  pleached  to  a  lafige  congfiegation  and  .Piled 
to  win  theiJi  hmfits  with  gfieat  swelling  wo  fids.  He  told  them  that  as  the  Chufich 
ms  {oufiteen  yeans  old  they  must  now  choose  a  guafidtan.  1  thought  when  he 
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said  this  that,  "X  toe  chosen  Bftc.  BfiJjghm  Young  ion.  my  Guandlan  some  -time 
ago,  ami  A/ial£  not  make  any  othen  choice  novo. 

I  had  wnltten  a  lett&i  to  him  ion  that  punpose  o£  which  1  toe  a  copy. 

He  told  thm  that  thcin  whole  salvation  depended  on  the  choice  they  would 
make.  Evenyone  teemed  to  be  In  the  gneate&t  txcuble  to  know  who  should  be 
the  head  oft  the  C hunch.  B no.  Higdon  had  only  given  them  thnee  days  In 
which  to  make  theln  choice.  Bno.  Hanley  P.  Vfuatt  had  got  home  by  this  time 
and  he  told  Sidney  not  be  In  such  a  kinny. 

Bnigham  Young  came  home  begone  the  time  ezplned  and  just  In  time  to 
save  the  Chinch ,  ion  he  knew  that  the  Pnophet  Joseph  had  given  the  Twelve 
theln  endowments  beione  they  leit  Nauvoo  and  he  told  thm  that  the  whole 
nesponsihillty  oi  the  Chinch  would  now  nest  upon  thm .  So  on  the  8th  oi 
August  thene  was  a  meeting  called  to  pnesMe  oven  the  whole  Chinch.  This 
bnought  peace  again  to  the  C hunch,  all  except  a  £ew  who  fallowed  Mn.  Higdon 
fan  he  consplned  against  the  Twelve  and  dnew  oH  all  that  he  could.  Indeed 
he  eatviLed  his  plot  to  such  an  extnme  that  on  the  8th  oi  September.,  1844 , 
he  was  cut  oii  faom  the  CkuAck  with  his  failowens.  This  was  tnuly  a  time  oi 
tnouble  and  sonnow  but  the  Splnlt  oi  the  Land  whl&pened  peace  to  the  ialthiul. 

John  became  a  gneat  deal  wonse,  and  I  was  also  sick  with  the  ague ,  and 
nelthen  oi  us  was  able  to  fietch  waten  to  dnlnk.  Sometimes  when  I  keand 
eh ildnen  playing  In  the  stneet,  X  would  step  oat  mid  hint  them  with  melons 
on  cucumbe?a  to  bnlng  us  some  waten . 

We  had  bat  tittle  to  eat  besides  conn  meat  musk  and  milk  and  this  gave 
John  the  dlnnkea  so  bad  that  he  could  not  walk  clckqss  the  noom  unless  X 
helped  him.  I  was  a  little  betten  soon ,  so  that  X  took  some  melons  and 
tnaded  them  ofa  fan  about  a  peck  oi  apples .  The  next  day  X  tnaded  kali  oi 
the  apples  fan  faun  pounds  oi  iloun. 

die  had  no  team  and  It  um  veny  hand  fan  us  to  get  any  wood.  John  was 
sick  a  long  time,  but  on  Cctoben  10th  he  was  much  betten  so  that  he  took  a 
little  conn  on  a  wheelbannow  to  mill,  but  this  was  too  much  fan  him  and  It 
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mads,  him  muck  worse,  so  that  X  m  obliged  to  take  the  wheelbarrm,  which 
k m  not  oust  own,  and  {etch  the  meal  {Aom  the  milt. 

This  grieved  me  very  much  to  think  that  we  were  reduced  to  such  extreme 
poverty.  I n  this  my  qua  time  paired,  till  January  6th,  1845,  when  X 
received  a  check  { rom  my  agent  Richard,  Can  in  Canada  {oa  ninety  dollars  on 
the  Mew  York  Sank.  A{ter  some  little  trouble  I  got  it  exchanged  and  gave 
ten  doltoj u  to  help  build  the  temple  and  $1.25  to  Bishop  {oa  the  poor,  and 
also  Aedeemed  a  mall  keepsake  which  I  had  given  as  a  pledge  {or  money 
enough  to  get  the  letteA  out  o{  the  o{{ice. 

In  Sept.  IB 45  the  Mob  began  to  hre/di  out  and  buAn  houses  and  gAain 
belonging  to  the  Brethern,  also  stealing  iheiA  cattle  and  dAiving  the  Saints 
to  MauvoOf  and  doing  all  the  mischief  they  could  out  in  the  bftanches. 

December  1st,  1845  my  daughter  Rachel  was  bo  An.  X  did  live  and  that  was 
all ,  but  could  not  sit  up  {on.  about  six  weeks .  On  January  i7thf  1846  X  went 
with  John  to  a  {east  held  by  the  14th  quonum  o{  Seventies .  On  Tekruary  6th 
we  got  ovJt  endowments. 

At  this  time  the  mob  a  aged  so  bad  that  it  was  impossible  {oa  the  Saints 
to  stay  in  Mauvoo  any  ZongeJ t  than  {oa  them  to  dispose  o{  their  property  and 
leave.  All  that  had  pAope/vty  in  the  last  were  conselled  to  sell  it.  So  on 
February  9th  John  started  {oa  Canada  on  { ootf  got  a  little  boy  named  Alma 
Millet  to  slay  with  me  while  he  was  gone.  Qua  house  was  open  and  the  toeatker 
was  veAy  cold  and  Rachel,  was  taken  vcAy  sick  on  the  2  Oik  o{  February.  While 
X  Was  sick  my  bAeasts  were  so  bad  that  she  had  to  be  weaned.  So  X  had  to  get 
up  .In  the  night  to  {eed  hex  in  the  cold,  and  I  would  set  some  milk  {oa  hex  by 
the  bed  and  it  would  {Aeeze  in  a  {ew  minutes .  Then  Atm  was  taken  sick  and  he 
was  so  bad  that  Father  Millet  had  to  take  him  home  on  the  26th  o{  February. 

Then  1  ms  ie{i  alone  with  my  little  sick  child. 

Sometimes  a  little  girl  named  Katherine  Aired,  daughter  o{  Levi  .Aired, 
would  come  and  stay  with,  me  in  the  day  time  and  was  very  kind  to  me.  Racket 
grew  worse  all  ike  time .  X  had  the  Ciders  administer  to  her  several  times.  On 
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the  4tk  of  Max ch,  my  bxothex  Jacob  Ex  TexAy's  wife  came  and  stayed  with  me  till 
11  o'clock  at  night  and  m  thought  the  child  um  getting  bettex.  1  attended 
to  ke/i  till  fou/t  o'clock  the  next  mowing  and  then  1  feel  asleep  and  when  X 
moke  at  6  o'clock  she  was  dead.  1  trembled  so  that  X  could  hardly  stand ,  but 
X  mapped  hen.  up  in  a  blanket  and  took  hen.  to  my  fathex's  and  asked  them  if 
she  was  neatly  dead.  Uothex  said  she  was  dead,  X  could  not  tell  what  kitted 
the  child  unless  it  was  intimation  of  the  lungs. 

Bxothex  Huntington  bufiied  he/ i  out  on  the  pAainie  in  the  buxying  ground, 
east  of  the  temple  about  th/iee  miles. 

I  was  vexy  lonesome  till  the  17th  of  Apful,  1846  when  John  came  home. 

He  had  sold  the  pHopenty  in  Canada  {on  $706,  which  was  less  than  kali  what  it 
was  month,  but  that  was  the  best  he  could  do  with  it,  f on.  he  was  a  M ofmon, 
and  Wi.  Johnson  said  he  had  possession  and  talked  of  not  giving  him  anything 
{oh.  it.  But  his  wife  said,  the  money  was  hens  and  she  would  buy  it  and  send 
us  the  money  as  soon  as  I  would  sign  the  deed  and  send  it  back  to  h pa. 

The  whole  Ch/xch  in  Mtmvoo  had  entered  into  a  covenant  to  give  all  that 
they  had  to  help  the  poo/i  fxom  Nauvoo,  This  was  done  at  the  £ all  confexence 
and  at  this  time  the  Twelve  wexe  all  gone  fxom  biauvoo  except  Mo.  Of  is  on  Hyde, 
so  me  went  to  him  fox  counsel.  He  said  evexyone  that  had  pxopexty  and  did 
not  kelp  the  poon.  would  be  cuxsed  and  that  we  (tad  bettex  pux  oux  waitings  into 
the  ha.nds  of  Bn.oth.ex  Babbitt  and  let  the  money  come  to  him ,  fox  Bxos.  Babbitt, 
Haywood,  and  Fullmex  wex.e  txa&tees  in  t/uxsi  {oft  the  whole  Chuxch  in  Nauvoo. 

This  we  did  believing  with  all  confidence  that  we  would  do  what  was  flight 
with  it.  When  it  cme  it  lacked  $73  of  the  amount  agfieed  upon.  Bac.  Babbitt 
kept  $117  to  kelp  the  poon.  and  X  gave  $100  to  my  fathex  to  kelp  him  fxom  Nauvoo. 
1  believe  we  did  flight  with  the  money,  but  some  of  qua  fxiends  wexe  angxy 
because  we  let  the  trustees  have  the  money  to  help  the  poox  instead  of  giving 
it  to  them.  They  said  they  mjit  poo  A  and  had  done  a  gxeat  deal  fox  the  Chuxch 
and  ought  to  be  helped.  But  we  thought  the  trustees  ought  to  know  who  wexe  in 
need  of  kelp  bettex  than  we  did. 
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On  the  8th  o{  Jane,  we  started  {rorn  Nauvco  and  {ollomd  the.  head/,  o{  the 
Church  to  the  West,  June  20th  we  camped  atone  on  the  prairie  about  two  mites 
{rom  mod  on.  water  {on.  we  did  not  know  vjkexe  the  camping  pto.ce/  were.  In  the 
night  I  was  taken  sick  with  the  cholera  modbus,  I  su{{exed  very  much  and  It 
seemed  at  l{  I  should  die  {on  a  drink.  John  laid  hands  on  me  and  through  the 
mercy  o{  the  Lend  1  got  better  so  that  we  were  able  to  go  on  In  the  moaning. 

On  June  24th ,  1846  we  overtook  Thoms  Clank  and  {amity.  This  was  the  {list 
time  we  even  saw  them.  Ole  traveled  with  them  to  the  Blu{{s.  On  the  2 Bth  we 
got  to  Mount  Pi&gah.  1  gave  B ro.  Clark  two  sovereigns,  which  is  nea/iiy  ten 
dollars  {ok  a  cow.  Cattle  were  cheap  then.  On  June  30th  we  started  again  on 
out  journey. 

July  4th  we  met  Bros.  Bfiigham  Young,  Helen  C.  Kimball,  and  Willard 
Pickards  were  going  back  to  Pisgah  to  get  volunteers  to  go  to  California.  in  the 
United  States  Army  to  {ight  the  Spaniards  (Mexicans) .  Yes,  my  heart  aches 
while  I  white  it.  A{tex  they  had  banned  the  houses  and  nobbed  the  Saints  c{ 
almost  all  they  possessed,  then  drove  them  into  the  i/ilderness  at  the  point  o{ 
the  bayonet,  amongst  the  wild  savages  on  the  Western  desert  prairie.  Yes,  I 
repeat,  a{ter  the  wicked  had  done  all  this,  Instead  o{  the  President  o{  the 
United  States  fusing  up  and  avenging  oust  wrongs,  he  sent  men  a{tex  us  calling 
{ok  {Ive  hundred  c{  our  men  to  go  into  the  United  States  service  and  as  the 
Church.  o{  Jesus  Christ  o{  Latter-day  Saints  nevex  had  transgressed  any  law  or 
command  they  yielded  to  this  call  also,  five  hundxed  men  le{t  wives  and 
childxen,  without  houses  or  provisions  to  perish  with  the  cold,  and.  at  the 
mexey  o{  the  add  Indians,  to  go  and  sexve  theVi  vile  persecutors  who  had 
driven  them  {xcm  the  land  o{  thein  nativity ,  endeared  by  the  graves  o{  their 
{others,  who  had  su{{exed  curd  bled  by  the  side  o{  Genexal  Washington  when  he 
{ought  and  obtained  {xeedom  {r om  British,  opresslon,  and  {armed  a  constitution 
under  which  all  people  should,  be  protected  in  their  laiw{ul  flights  and  pursuits 
o{  happiness,  with  liberty  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  o{  their 
own  consciences.  Yes,  the  Saints  have  su{{exed  all  this,  because  they  have 
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dobed  to  believe  that  the  Lend  has  spoken  (bom  the,  heavens  again  and  revealed 
hit  will  concebning  men  on  the  eabtk,  and  also  so.nl  an  holy  angel  with  the 
gospel  and  the  Pbiestkood,  which  he  con( ebbed  upon  Joseph  Smith ,  without  which 
no  one  could  be  saved. 

We  beached  Council  Blu((s  July  8th,  1846.  This  was  in  Potamtami  County , 
Jam,  among  the  Indians.  Hebe  we  concluded  to  stay  thbougk  the  winteA ,  with 
sevebol  otheb  families.  The  heads  o(  the  Chubck  weJte  only  going  a  (ow  miles 
(aAtheb  and  we  could  not  all  be  together  on  account  o(  getting  heed  lob  the 
cattle c 

John  dug  a  cave  in  the  Bank  o(  Mosquito  Check  and  cove/ied  it  with  willows 
and  gbass  (ob  us  to  live  in .  It  was  cold  and  damp,  not  having  any  IwnbeA  (ob 
(loob.  Si&te/L  Thatcheb  was  talking  to  me  about  the  situation  o(  the  Chutck, 
and  said  she  expected  that  kebset(  and  family  would  iu((eb  (ob  bbead.  I  said 
that  I  did  not  believe  that  I  should ,  so  she  called  Sisteb  Clabk  to  heaA  what 
She  would  say.  SisleA  Cloth  sold  she  had  wanted  (ob  bbead  and  she  believed 
she  would  again ,  but  that  did  not  weaken  my  (aith  ( ob  S bo.  Hyde  told  the  people 
in  Naavoo  that  i(  they  would  give  IhoMi  pbepenty  to  help  the  poob,  that  theib 
seed  should  not  beg  bbead;  and  I  knew  that  we  had  given  all  we  had  into  the 
hands  o (  the  T/mstees  to  help  the  poob,  and  they  only  gave  us  back  what  they 
thought  would  be  su((icient  to  kelp  us  away.  So  X  believed  that  neitheb  me 
nob  my  childben  eveb  would  want  (ob  bbead ,  and  we  neve/ 1  have  since,  though 
we  have  been  just  out  several  limes,  yet  we  always  got  seme  mobe  be(obe  the 
next  meal,  and  1  will  pbomise  my  childben ,  i(  they  will  always  do  bight  and 
keep  the  commandments  o&  the  Lohd,  they  shall  neve J.  beg  bbead  (bom  this  time. 
hence(obth  and  (obeve/t;  but  bmembefc,  you  must  not  waste  any  when  it  is 
plentiful,  nob  be  extbavagemt  with  anything . 

Novmbeb  18th ,  1846,  8 bos.  Levi  Savage,  Evan  M.  Gbeene,  and  John  Hmabd 
went  to  fiissoubi  (ob  pbovislons .  Novembeb  19th  my  sisteb  Jane  Voung  came  with 
Bag.  I'Jm.  Tabs  hall  and  heb  two  childben  to  oua  house .  She  had  been  poobly  (ob 
a  .long  time.  On  the  mobning  o(  the  21st  I  stabled  with  them  (ob  WinteA  Quabte/U 
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whlck  uns  the  name,  oi  the  head  c amp  oi  the  Saints* ,  and  although  At  m  only 
H  miles,  the  Hoad  was  so  bad  that  we  could  not  get  there  till  the  23 fid. 

I  gave  my  sister  Jane  a  sovereign  and  le{t  her  with  Sister  Thompson 
wkes te  she  wl&ked  to  stay.  I  brought  heft  little  boy ;  Elisha  Tarbox,  back  to 
live  taith  me. 

December  5th  John  come  home  ircm  Missouri. 

December  2?tk  my  brother  Joshua  came  to  our  house;  he  was  sick  with  the 
ague.  He  lived  with  us  the  rest  oi  the  wlnte/i . 

X  always  went  to  meeting s  every  chance  1  could  get .  I  was  blest  with 
the  Spirit  oi  the  Loud  and  rejoiced  very  muck ,  but  I  nevex  4 poke  In  tongues 
unless  I  ielt.  pressed  upon  la  do  so,  and  knew  that  X  would,  neglect  my  duty  li 
X  did  not  speak. 

On  December  30th  th) tee  Indians  c/me  to  ova.  house,  and  It  seemed  as  though 
1  must  speak  to  cne  oi  them  In  tongues.  I  had  the  Intorpietatlon .  X  told  them 
about  thein.  iathers,  the  Lmanites  and  about  the  Book  o{  Mormon  and  that  the 
time  would  come  when  they  would  heat  and  believe  the  gospel  and  be  greatly 
blest.  He  acted  as  though  he  understood  what  I  said ,  and  he  seemed,  very 
thoughtiul.;  but  they  soon  went  away. 

Aitex  they  were  gone  I  ielt  as  though  1  must  pray  and  write  It  down,  so 
I  got  the  slate  and  mote  the  i allowing  prayer  In  the  gl(toi  tongues,  and 
this  Is  the  Interpretation: 

0  God,  the  Eternal  father,  In  the  name  oi  Jesus  Ch/ust,  X  ask.  thee  to 
look  down  upon  me  In  mercy  and  iorglve  me  all  my  sins  and  iltl  me  with  Thy 
Holy  Spirit.  Direct  me  by  thy  Almighty  power,  that  J  may  iuli-ill  all  my  mission 
ior  which  1  came  on  the  earth.  Deliver  me  irom  the  power  oi  Satan ,  Keep  me 
In  the  hollow  oi  thy  hand  that  1  may  do  they  will  In  all  things;  that  my  saxl 
my  always  rejoice  beiore  thee,  and  that  X  may  praise  they  holy  name  In  all 
things,  and  bring  me  of{  victorious  through  Him,  who  has  aiiected  my  deliverance . 
That  I  may  receive  my  blessing  In  iull,  to  the  utmost  desires  oi  my  heart. 
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That  1  may  stand  on  Mount  Zion  with  ait  the  sanctified  when  the  Savior  shall 
come  on  the  earth.  That  my  soul  my  rejoice,  being  at  the  marriage  supper  of 
the  Lamb .  This  thought  ms  something  strange  for  I  had  never  heard  of  anybody 
writing  in  tongues, 

%ro.  Evan  M.  Greene,  President  of  the  bsianch  of  the  Church  came  scon 
after  1  had  mitten  the  prayer,  and,  7  told  him  about  it.  He  said  it  was  bight, 
and  that  he  had  Whitten  in  . tongues  himself.  He  said  I  might  unite  and  improve 
upon  ike  gift,  but  it  would  be  wise  not  to  say  anything  about  it  to  the  neighbors. 
This  J  knew  ms  good  advice. 

On  January  20th ,  1847,  I  mote  again  and  the  following  is  a  copy  of  what 

J  mote .* 

0  God,  the  Eternal  father,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  X  do  come  before 
Thee  and.  ask  Thee  in  His  name  to  forgive  my  sins  and  pout  out  thy  Hold  Spirit 
upon  me  and  enlighten  my  understanding  that  7.  may  not  give  Satan  any  place 
in  my  heart  to  destroy  me;  but  that  I  be  continually  guarded  by  Thy  Holtj  Spirit 
to  keep  my  from  evil  and  that  I  may  receive  intelligence  from  day  to  day ,  so 
that  I  can  walk  in  Thy  path  and  keep  Thy  law  in  all  things ;  that  X  may  be. 
enabled  to  do  good  the  remainder  of  my  days ;  and  that  my  soul  may  rejoice  in 
all  things  that  pertain  to  thy  Kingdom;  to  this  end  X  pray  Thee  In  the  name  of 

Jesus  Christ,  to  give  me  faith  to  overcome  all  things  that  are  evil  in  thy 

sight;  Yea,  all  that  would  meat  my  faith  on  hinder  me  from  doing  good  in  my 
day  and  generation.  How  I  ask  Thee  to  remember  me  in  mercy ,  and  in  as  much  as 

you  have  seen  my  affliction  in  days  that  are  past,  1  ask  Thee  to  bless  me  with 

health  and  strength  to  go  on  my  way  rejoicing;  that  my  soul  may  be  made  glad  in 
all  things  that  thou  are  about  to  do  for  me;  even  to  the  raising  up  of  my 
children  to  bear  Thy  name  to  all  generations;  yea  even  Thy  covenant  and  priest¬ 
hood  forever,  7  ask  all  these  powers  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  ascribe 
all  glory  to  father,  Son ,  and  Holy  Ghost,  Amen. 

On  February  5th,  U47,  John  and  1  went  to  Winter  Quarters  to  see  my  sis  tel 
Jane.  We  found ,  she  had  left  Sister  Thompson's  and  gone  to  live  at  Bro .  Woolley's.

Ske  hold.  she  had  wonked  too  favid  and  caught  cold  and  was  veny  sick  indeed. 

She  said  she  wished  to  see  Bn o.  Bnigham  Young  so  X  went  and  asked  him  to  go 
and  see  hen,  which  he  did,  and  she  gave  kens el£  and  ehildsien  to  him  £on  time 
and  ion.  alt  etennity. 

John  also  nequested  to  be  sealed  to  B to.  Young  as  his  son,  and  me  to  be 
sealed  to  John  ion  all  etennity ,  but  he  said  that  it  could  only  be  done  in  a 
temple,  but  that  he  accepted  oi  us  as  his  childnen,  and  he  took  down  oun  names , 

We  came  home  Febnuany  7th  and  on  Febtumny  15th,  Elisha  Tanbox  and  J  went 
again,  to  Sisten  Holman’s  but  when  we  got  thene,  she  was  so  low  that  she  could 
not  speak  non  make  any  sign  that  she  knew  us.  About  12  o ? clock  she  died. 

1)n.  Spnague ,  who  had  been  attending  hen  ion  some  time ,  said  she  died  with 
consumption.  Hen  little  ginl  was  six  yeans  old.  She  was  sick  with  canken. 

My  bnothen,  Joel ,  was  thene.  He  had  agneed  to  pay  Sisten  Holman  a  dolian  a 
week  to  take  cane  o£  hen,  and  it  had  alneady  cost  &o/tty  dolians  to  pay  the 

/ 

idocton,  miASe ,  and  £unenal  expenses.  So  I  took  the  childnen  and  went  to  Bno. 
Bnigham.  He  asked  me  ii  1  could  not  take  the  childnen  and.  take  cane  o£  them. 

X  told  him  I  would  take  them  and  tny  to  do  the  best  I  could  £on  them.  Tebnuany 
Uth,  U47  Bnotke/i  Young  sent  Bnothen  Atwood  with  his  canniage  and  took  us 
home. 

The  last  time  1  saw  Jane ,  when  she  could  talk  with  me,  she  told  me  that 
Erma  had  not  had  heji  dJiess  changed  i&n  thnee  months.  So  1  took  some  tinsey 
which  X  had  bought  ion  mysel£  and  made  hen  a  dness,  ion  she  was  almost  destitute 
o£  clothing.  Elisha  was  also,  but  Jane  had  cloth  that  1  made  up  £on  him . 

Elisha  was  ten  yeans  old ,  but  he  am  not  a  good  boy ;  £on  when  we  would  send 
him  on  an  ennand  £nom  the  house  he  would  stay  and  play.  One  manning  John  sent 
him  ion  the  oxen.  They  wene  in  sight  £nom  the  house,  but  instead  o£  going  ion 
them  he  went  to  Bnothen  Gneene’s  and  stayed  all  day ,  and  John  had  to  get  the 
oxen  fumeli.  When  he  came  home  at  night  he  said  he  had  been  hunting  all  day 
ion  the  oxen.  So  John  took  a  stick  and.  gave  him  a  whipping.  My  motken  was 
veny  angny  when  she  keand  o£  it,  and  instead  o£  coming  to  John  she  went  to 
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Bxc.  Gxeene  ancf  him  that  John  had  abused  Elisha,  and  wanted  Mo.  Gxeene 
to  take  kirn  away  faom  us  and  give  kirn  to  hex.  So  Mo.  Gxeene  cme  to  oust 
house  and  told  John  he  thought  we  had  bettex  let  Elisha  go  and  live  with  his 
Gnandfatkex,  but  1  did  not  wish  to  let  him  go,  fax  Mo.  Voung  had  given  him 
into  my  change,  and  I  did  not  wish  to  let  hurt  go  without  his  consent,  and 
Mo.  Young  was  gone  to  Meat  Sait  Lake  Valley,  and  I  knew  that  John  had  not 
abused  Elisha,  but  had  been  quite  too  easy  with  kin.  I  sm  Mott iex  a  £w  days 
afaexwaxds  and  she  said  that  Elisha  belonged  to  he/i  and  that  she  would  have 
hin,  but  that  she  would  not  have  Erma,  $  ox  although  she  was  in  hex  seventh 
yean,  yet  she  had  to  be  taken  c/xxe  o£  just  like  a  baby,  and  Mothex  said  she  had 
been  troubled  enough  with  little  duldxen.  John  said  he  thought  that  ii  she 
would  have  Elisha  she  ought  to  have  Erma  too.  When  I  faund  we  could  not  have 
any  peace  J  look  Elisha  on  the  2nd  ofi  August,  1847  and  le{t  him  with  my  fiathex, 
who  had  not  intexiexed  at  all  in  the  mattex.  Emma  had  got  bettex  oft  the  cankex 
so  that  she  was  going  to  school. 

1  had  infilamation  in  my  eyes  fax  about  two  weeks.  They  got  so  bad  that 
1  could  scaxcely  see  at  all.  1  ms  told  to  apply  cold  watex  to  them ,  which  1 
did  by  wetting  a  clean  cotton  cloth  in  cold  watex  and  laying  on  my  eyes,  and 
change  it  as  o&ten  as  it  began  to  get  waxm,  and  rinsing  it  evexy  time  in  clean 
cold  watex.  They  began  to  improve  immediately  and  wejie  soon  well.  I  had 
them  anointed  with  oil,  and  in  fact  had  done  evexything  1  could  think  o& 
befaxe  this,  but  xeceived  no  benefit. 

While  I  lived  hexe  I  got  acquainted  with  Sislex  Susan  Gxeene,  and  I 
cextaMy  think  moxe  o$  hex  than  I  do  any  woman  that  I  evex  got  acquainted 
with  in  this  would.  The  love  I  have  fax  hex  is  moxe  than  X  can  expxess.  I 
also  get  acquainted  with  &athex  James  Alxed’s  k Ufa,  and  she  is  a  woman  that  X 
esteem  vexy  highly ,  fax  she  was  vex y  kind  to  me.  7  spent  a  gxeat  deal  my 
time  going  to  meetings,  and  we  wexe  gxeatly  blest  while  we  lived  at  the  Blufas. 

On  the  4th  o£  Maxch  H48  Saxah  Hewaxd  was  boxn.  This  seemed  in  some  mea&uxe 
to  make  up  the  loss  o$  Rachel.  Indeed,  I  was  vexy  thankful  fax  my  little  gixl. 
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we/te  how  getting  fteady  at  {ast  as  we  could  to  go  to  the  Gfteat  Salt 
Lake  Valley.  We  gave  {ath&J l  {oftty  dolta/is  wofttk  o{  pftopeftty  to  let  my  bftotheft 
James  P.  Tew ty  take  a  wagon  and  a  joke  o{  stags  to  kelp  us  to  the  Valley.  We 

had  been  to  a  gfteat  deal  o{  expence  to  {it  oat  my  bftotheft  Joshua  and  Mft.  Levi 

Savage  to  go  to  the  Valley  as  pioneefts  {on  us,  and  also  to  liaise  us  some  gftain  , 
They  went  in  May  1847 .  J  expect  John  will  mite  alt  about  this. 

On  the  17th  o{  Apftil,  1848,  I  {elt  impressed  to  pftay  {aft.  my  {atheft  because 
he  ms  always  sick,  While  I  was  at  pftay eft  it  was  ft  evented  to  me  by  the  Spi/iit 
o{  Ike  Loftd  that  my  {atheft  should  have  ten  yeaxs  mofte  added  to  his  days .  X 
neveft  asked  {oft  a  sign  be{cfte,  but.  t  asked  the  Loftd  Ihdt  i{  it  should  be  so  that 
He  mold  give  me  a  sign  in  Milling  ~  that  I  might  Mute  a  di{{eftent  hand  in 
the  gi{i  o{  tongues,  unlike  what  I  had  eveft  mitten  be{ofte,  and  I  would  net 

ask  {oft  the  int.eftpftetation,  and  in  his  gfteat  meftcy  he  gave  me  the  sign  which 

you  will  { ind  ft ecoftded  on  the  25th  page  o{  a  little  book  called  ’’SacJicd  Recoftd." 
A {teft  this  X  ftemembefted  that  it  was  mitten  in  his  patftiaftchal  blessing  that 
he  should  have  his  days  and  yeaxs  multiplied  as  a.  blessing  to  him.  This  made 
my  heaftt  ftejoice  gfteatly,  { oft  l  veftily  believed  it  mold  bn  so. 

We  le{t  ouft  cave  (dugoutj  on  the  2nd  day  o{  May,  1848  and  went  about  a 
mile  and  camped  at  my  bftotl teft  Jacob  E.  Taftfty's  {oft  the  night .  The  next  day  we 
le{t  Mosquito  Ifteek  in  company  with  fatheft  Milleft  {oft  the  Valley,  -  My  {atheft 
also  came  with,  us  about  nine  mil.es,  We  eftossed  ike  Elk  Hoftn  Vi»eft  May  30th.  and 
on  the  list  we  te{t  Fatkeft  Milte/is  company  and  joined  fatheft  Pulsipkeft’s 
company,  We  had  a  vefiy  {atigaeing  jouftney  {oft  several  mantis. 

We  steadied  Pacific  Spftings  August  20th,  1848 .  It  had  now  got  too  late  in 
ike  season  {oft  my  bftotheft  James  to  go  any  {aftiheft  with  us,  { oft  we  had  agfteed 
with  {atheft  { oft  him  to  ftetuftn  in  the  {all.  We  could  easily  have  been  thftough 
to  the  Valley  by  this  tine,  but  we  had  waited  weeks  to  get  heft  {oft  the  ftest  o{ 
the  company.  Tkefte  u me  othexs  also  in  the  company  who  could  have  gone  as 
{ast  as  we  could.  We  stayed  at  ?a.ci{ic  Spftings  two  weeks.  My  health  had  been 
vojiy  pooft  alt  Ike  way,  but  X  had  to  do  all  the  woftk.  {oft  the  {amity,  which 
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consisted  o$  John  HewaAd,  James  P.  TeAAy,  Emma  A.  Young ,  my  Little.  SaAah  and 
my& elh ,  fioA.  I  would  ask  Emma  to  pick  up  a  hew  chips  she  would  eJiy  and  and  would 
not  do  It. ;  neltkeA  would  she  take  acute  oh  SaAah.  She  was  c u/ted  oh  the  cankeA 
hehoAe  we  s  touted  and  had  net  been  troubled  with  It  since. 

James  V.  TeAAy  staAted  back  August  26th,  1848  and  qua  company  went  on  and 
le.pt  u&,  ho  A  they  we/ie  not  able  to  help  us.  So  we  had  to  wait  thef le  till  a 
team  would  come  hAom  the  Valley  to  help  as. 

On  the  2nd  and  3Ad  oh  September  It  Aalned  and  snowed  and  the  wind  blew 
so  hcuid  that  It  seemed  as  1$  we  would  peAisk  with  the  cold.  John  dug  a  hole 
In  the  gAound  and  built  a.  little  {ixe  In  it  so  this  kept  us  pwm  feezing. 

On  Sunday  Bao.  8 Aigkam  Young  passed  us  on  his  my  back  to  SweetwateA 
wheAe  Bao.  Kimball  was  camped.  When  he  saw  qua  situation  he  sent  a  Line  to 
Bao .  Hanks  &oa  him  to  come  and  move  us  to  his  camp  which  was  about  two  miles 
ha/itkeA  ahead  which  he  did  and  on  Sept  4th ,  1848  Bao.  James  Vance  came  to  us 
£Aom  the  Valley  with  a  wagon  and  two  yoke  o&  oxen.  He  took  qua  pAovislons  and 
tAaveied  with  us  till  SeptmbeA  23 Ad  when  we  bell  In  with  qua  old  company  and 
he  went  on  to  the  Valley,  but  we  did  not  get  In  till  SeptembeA  25th ,  1848. 

We  camped  out  till  Oclob&t  24th  then  we  moved  Into  a  house  In  the  To  At 
belonging  to  James  McLenakan. 

John  dA&ti  a  city  Lot  and  on  November t  23Ad  we  moved  to  - it  and  Lived  In  a 
kind  ofi  willow  tent.  We  lived  In  this  open  hovel  till  VecembeA  4th,  1848, 
then  the  weatheA  was  exceeding  cold  and  the  wind  blew  veAy  hoAd  and  In  the  night 
1  belt  two  shocks  which  1  knew  was  &Aom  the  hand  oh  death.  I  told  John  and 
asked  him  to  Lay  hands  on  me,  which  he  did,  and  X  began  to  heel  woAm  immediately, 
and  J  began  to  sing  and  pAopkecy,  and  it  was  made  known  to  me  that  I  should 
live  to  see  sisteA  GAeene  come  to  the  Valley.  John  and  the  childaen  weAe  veA y 
cold  also,  but  soon  all  weAe  wcurn  as  lh  we  weAe  in  a  Aoom  with,  a  stove.  The 
wind  did  not  cease  blowing,  but  it  did  not  ahheot  us  any  moAe  duAlng  the  night. 
This  we  knew  was  the  immediate  poweA  oh  God  in  saving  oua  Lives,  and  we  hell 
to  pAolse  His  name  ho  a  it. 


. 
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On  Vecmbex  5th,  1848  we  moved  back  to  the  ftoAt  and  VatheJt  Lemon  took  us 
Into  his  house.  The  weatkex  continued  to  be  vex.y  cold  and  on  the  19th  John 

went  ftoA  wood.  When  he  had  gone  a  ftew  miles,  one  oft  his  oxen  ftell  dead  in  the 

yoke.  This  leftt  us  with  but  one  ox,  so  when  he  came  home  and  told  me  I  said, 
"He  has  been  a  good  ftaithftul  ox  and  I  wilt  not  mouxn  ftoA  him."  Hut  I  ftelt 
to  thank  the  LoAd  with  alt.  my  heaAt  that  we  wexe  all  alive  ouxselves. 

On  VecembeA  21st  ftatkex  Lemmon  let  John  take  one  oft  his  oxen  to  pat  with 
ouxs  and  John  went  again  ftox  wood ,  but  the  weathe/i  was  bo  cold  that  he  ftAoze 

his  fteet  veAtj  badly.  On  the  26th  John  went  to  dxaiv  borne  hay  and  ftAoze  hib 

i \eet  again  bo  that  they  weAe  lame  and  bOAe  all  winter,  and  borne  oft  the  time 
he  could,  now  walk,  bo  I  had  to  bell,  borne  oft  my  clothes  to  get  wood,  and  indeed 
we  did  suftfteA  with  the  cold. 

A b  we  only  had  a  ftew  Aodb  to  go  we  attended  two  oa  thAee  meetingb  eveAy 
week,  and  sometimes  moAe.  Although  we  we/ie  on  buck  adveA&e  cificimbtances ,  I 
had  passed  no  winteA  in  my  lifte  bo  hapily  as  this.  It  seemed  as  ift  the  SpiA.it 
oft  the  LoAd  was  pouAed  out  upon  ub  without  measuAe,  and  we  could  Aejoice  all 
thb  time. 

Many  oft  the  people  weA e  buftftexing  veA y  much  pxovi&ions ,  bo  in  VebAaaAy 
1849  all  the  pAovisionb  in  the  Valley  wexe  weighed  and  it  was  ftound  that  theJie 
Aemained  only  ihAee  quaxtexs  oft  a  pound  peA  do.y  ftoA  each  peA&on  oveA  one  yeaA 
old,  and  none  ftoA  those  on  the  bAexsi  until  moAe  supplies  could  be  bAougkt  Mo 
the  Valley.  Thobe  who  had  moAe  than  this  amount  had  to  divid.e  with  the  A est. 

We  let  go  about  thAee  kindxed  weight.  We  had  no  cow  giving  milk  bo  X  had  to 
buy  a  qa eat  many  quaxts  oft  skixmed  milk  at  ftouA  cents  peA  quant .  Afttmeaxdb 
whm  X  had  milk  to  bell  X  only  abked  thAee  cents  peA  quant  ftoA  new  milk. 

My  bisteA  Amy  Vxapex  had  been  sick  a  long  tine  and  she  was  haAdly  expected 
to  live.  On  VebAuaAy  4th,  1849  the  Spinit  oft  pxcphecy  came  upon  me  and  X  knew 
that  bke  would  live  and  get  well.  X  composed  some  veAses  ftoA  hex  and  you  will 
ftind  them  in  my  little  book  on  pages  26  and  27.  This  made  me  xejoice. 
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Fathex  Lennon  was  a  tame  man  and  could  now  walk  stfcaight.  Some  tittle 
boys  were  playing  one  day  In  the  foil  and  1  heard  one  oi  them  mocking  at  him 
and  call  him  old  c/wok  back*  This  grieved  me  very  muck  foi  I  had  been  taught 
by  my  parents  to  always  reverence  old  people  and  n  at  to  make  derision  oi  any 
pe/ison  defoimed  oi  tame  oi  blind .  X  kept  thinking  o$  this  the  rest  o£  the  day, 
and  In  the  evening  John  and  X  went  to  meeting  and  the  principal  subject  spoken 
upon  was  the  "government  oi  children,"  and  it  came  to  my  mind  as  plain  as  ii 
someone  had  spoken  it,  "that  the  leas  on  children  ale  so  saucy  and  will  tie , 
steal  and  do  evil  is  because  they  axe  not  taught  light ,  fox  ii  they  axe  taught 
righteousness ,  they  will  do  light. " 

The  Spixit  came  upon  me  and  told  me  I  could  keep  a  school  fox  small 
children  and  teach  them  the  principles  oi  truth.  How  to  get  iaith  to  live.  What 
to  live  fox.  To  keep  the  Word  oi  Wisdom  and  the  commandments  oi  the  Lord.  Fox 
as  this  is  the  -last  dispensation  and  the  iullness  oi  times  in  which  all  things 
axe  to  be  xestoxed  as  they  were  in  the  beginning,  the  human  iamity  must  also 
be  xestoxed  so  that  they  can  live  as  long  as  they  could  in  ike  beginning . 

And  tills  will  be  a  pxogxe&sive  work ,  and  must  begin  by  the  true  principles  oi 
JUfo  and  salvation  being  taught  to  tittle  childxen.  X  was  shown  that  1  might 
be  an  instrument  in  the  hand  oi  the  Lord  in  helping  to  bring  about  this  great 
work. 

X  did  not  speak  oi  it  then  but  it  boxe  upon  my  mind  aitex  X  came  home  so 
that  1  could  not  sleep ,  X  told  John  about  a U .  He  said ,  "It  is  all  flight  and 
ii  you  will  do  so  the  Lord  will  bless  you."  I  told  Br c.  Charles  C.  Hick 
who  is  president  oi  the  branch  in  the  font  and  he  told  me  the  very  scone  woxds . 
This  was  quite  encouraging,  but  J  thought  X  would  not  do  anything  unless  X  was 
sure  that  X  should  be  upheld  in  it,  so  X  saw  Bro.  Brigham  Young  and  asked  him 
what  I  should  do  and  he  said,  "Keep  the  school  and  you  shall  be  blest."  I 
ielt  very  thankiul  to  the  Lord  fox  this.  Soon  the  14th  oi  Febxuaxy  X  began  to 
teach  the  little  school.  M any  children  came  and  were  very  attentive.  X  taught 
this  school  regularly  three  times  a  week  as  long  as  X  lived  in  the  fort.

The  Bishop  and 
sevmal  othefis  w&ne  thene  and  we  had  a  veny  happy  tljne.  1  always  did  all  the 
wonk  1  could  to  kelp  take  ca/ie  o{  the  {amity  such  as  knitting,  sewing,  planting , 
md  painting. 

Month  5th ,  1850  Matty  Horned  ms  bonn  and  1  got  along  all  night.  I  sent 
In  a  nepont  o{  my  school .  Eveny  con{enence  Bno.  Daniel  Spencen,  who  was 
piesldent  o{  the  bnanck,  sold  he  would  have  It  pat  on  the  Chvmck  necond. 

Bno.  Samuel  Bungess,  with,  his  {atken  md  mo  then,  came  to  live  neon  by  as. 
fathen  Bungess  was  quite  old  and  was  subject  to  {Its  eveny  month,  but  In 
Jamany ,  1851  he  seemed  to  pass  the  usual  tone  without  having  the  {its.  On 
the  evening  o{  Jamm/iy  21st  a  woman  came  In  and  told  a  {nlght{ul  stony  o{  some 
penson  dicing  In  {its.  As  soon  as  she  ms  gone  {athe/i  Bungess  was  taken  with 
the  {Its  and  continued  to  have  them  till  he  died,  about  10  o1 clock  the  next  day,

Tatketi  Pettlgn.es  sold,  "let  all  youn  in{luence  be  as  salt  among:  the  people 

1  ms  veny  anxious  to  he  seated  to  John  be{one  any  mom  duldnen  went  bonn 
so  I  inquined  about  it  and  was  told  ,  ” It  makes  no  dl{{enence,  {on  no  pens  on  can 
-lose,  theJUi  nights .”  So  X  nested  contented  and  was  happy  most  o{  the  time  till 
my  son ,  Lehl ,  was  bonn  August  7th ,  1851.  As  soon,  as  his  {at ken  saw  him  he 
began  to  pnophesy  and  sold  that  he  would  be  a  gneat  wannion.  Vatken  Pettignm 
came  in  the  next  day  and  he  also  began  to  pnophesy  about  the  child  and  said ,

{page  36} .  1  mote  all  I  could  o{  kis  blessing  because  I  knew  It  would 

strengthen  his  {adth  In  time  o{  need,  and  I  hope  he  will  read  it  and  remember 
it.  November  If,  1851  1  was  taken  violently  ill  with  the  colic  and  became  so 
cold  that  Z  was  nmk  all.  over  and  could  {eel  no  heat,  in  anything  put  around  me. 
Even  my  breath  {ell  cold  to  me,  but  1  told  them  I  should  not  die  but  shall  live 
to  see  Sister  Greene  come  to  the  Valley.  So  John  and  Bro.  Daniel  Thomas 
administered  to  me.  and  through  the  mercy  o£  the  Lord,  by  the  prayer  o{  { aith , 

I  got  better,  but  was  very  poorly  all  winter ,  being  troubled  very  much  with 
shortness  o{  breath,  which,  is  very  distressing,  and  I  have  hem  troubled  with 
it  and  the  colic,  more  or  less,  ever,  since. 

January  10th,  1852  we  went  to  Bro .  John  Vance's  and  spent  the  evening 
with  them  very  happily ,  {or  they  are  very  good  and  1  shall  always  look  up  to 
them  with  thanks  md  gratitude  {or  saving  our  lives  by  sending  their  son  James 
to  bring  us  into  the  Valley.  He  was  {ive  weeks  £rom  home  without  any  reward. 

I  pray  that  the  Lord  may  bless  him  and  all  his  {other's  {amity  and  reward  then 
in  the  resurrection  o{  the.  just.  They  have  always  been  very  { niendly  to  us, 

John  told  me  that  I  ought  to  have  written,  Uhl's  blessing  in  this  book , 
so  I  will  write  It  here: 

Brother  Daniel  Tyler  spoke  and  said, "He  shall  be  healthy  in  body  and  mind. 
The  destroyer  shall  have  no  power  over  him.  He  shall  unsheath  the  sword  to 
avenge  the  blood  o{  Joseph  the  prophet,  ami  alt  the  righteous  blood  that  has 
been  she  din  the  19th  century,  and  shall  have,  success  to  astonish  himsel{  and 
skill  not  be  slain  . in  battle,  md  shall  become  a  Savior  on  Mount  Zion,  etc."

August  1 2th,  1852,  we  had  qua  yeaxly  school  (east  and  walk,  Many  wexe 
thme,  both  old  and  young,  Bxothex  Daniel  Spencex  was  thexe  and  said  he  was 
veAy  much  pleased  with  the  school;  that  it  was  (a a  ahead  o{  what  he  expected, 
Bxothex  Venitt  was  tkeAe  and  sang  a  song  composed  (ok  the  occasion, 

1  gave  a  small  painting  to  each  o(  ike.  childAen.  $e  had  but  one  cm,  and 
had.  to  keep  hex  tied  up  mid  (eed  hot.  hay,  so  she  did  not  give  nzax  milk  enough 
(ok  the  (amity.  We  wexe  not  able  to  buy  buttex  non.  muck  o(  anything  else, 
September 1  29th  Sistets  Rebecca  and  Lucia  MilZex  erne  to  see  me  and  brought  an 
assortment  o{  good  things ,  such  as  apples,  dikes,  button,  cheese,  etc.  and 
spent  a  vexy  pleasant  day  with  me.  I  was  vexy  glad  they  did,  and  be(oxe  2  o' do 
the  next  moxiUng,  Septembex  30th,  1852  my  son,  Nephi,  was  bar in.  It  being  the 
day  my  (ath&x  was  74  yeans  old,  1  called  him  Nephi  Vaxshall  in  konox  to  him.

ms  only  one  day  I  did  net  WOAk  a(tex  Nephi  was  boAn. 
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Octobex  14th,  Bxo.  and  Sistex.  Gxeene  came  to  see  me.  I  xej'oiced  to  see  ■ 
them,  bat  was  vexy  sonxy  they  could  not  stay  onekoux  with  me.  They  went  to 
Utah  to  live  and  X  hoot  not  s  een  them  hi. wee. 

Octobex  31st,  185%  Wm.  W.  Majox  blessed  my  baby  and  he  said,  "He  shall 
have  alt  the  bleating*  that  wexe  c on£exxed  on  the  Lord's  sex. vant,  Jacob." 

So  when,  he  wished  to  know  what  they  axe ,  he  must  head  the  Bible. 

My  little  Maxy  gxm  vexy  intelligent  ami  smaxt  and  had  gxeat  wisdom  £gx 
a  child  g&  hex  age,  which  was  according  to  hex  blessing.  The  weathex  was  vejuj 
cold,  and  stomy  and  I  had  neglected  to  get  hex  any  shoe s.  Indeed  I  thought  1 
was  not  able  to  pay  £ox  them,  so  4 fie  was  exposed  to  the  cold.  On  Vecembex  7th, 
1853,  she  was  taken  sick  with  Scaxlet  Fevex  and  on  the  night  v&  Vecembex.  13th 
4 he  died.  This  stxoke  seemed  moxe  than  I  could  beox,  she  urn  %  yeas i&  9  month* 
and  8  day s  old.  She  had  a  weak  constitution  and  needed  a  gxeat  deal  o{  caxe; 
and  my  health  being  poo) I  and  having  two  childxen  young  ex  than  hex ,  I  could 
not  give  hex  the  caxe  and  attention  she  needed..  But  she  is  gone ,  and  I  humbly 
pfiay  that  she  may  not  lose  anything  by  this  change,  £ox  X  thought  X  was  doing 
the  best  1  could. 

Old  Si&tex  Kimball ,  wi£e  o£  James  Kimball  was  vexy  kind  to  us,  and  gave  us 
meat  sevexal  times,  also  some  milk,  buttex. ,  and  cheese etc. 

Sevexal  othexs  have  been  kind  to  us  but  X  cannot  mention  them  all,  but  X 
must  tell  o£  my  sistex ,  Amy  and  lemixa  Vmpex.  They  £uxnUhtd  us  neaxly  alt 
the  soap  we  used  £ox  two  ox  thx.ee  yeaxs,  and  gave  us  meat,  buttex,  cheese,  lots 
o£  poxk,  and  I  don't  know  what  all.  My  £athex  and  mothex  have  been  vexy  good 
indeed.  It  seemed  as  i&  £athex  thought  he  could  not  do  enough  £o) t  us. 

J anuaxy  nth,  1853  we  moved  to  the  Tenth  Waxd  £axm  whexe  John  had  about 
80  acxes  o£  .land  and  a  small  house  built.  I  had  been  promising  Emma  A.  Young 
£oj i  some  time  that  I  would  let  hex  go  to  hex  gAand£atkex*s  on  a  visit . 

On  Febmaxy  9th  my  bxothex,  Jacob,  came  to  oux  house.  The.  next  day  he 
went  home,  and  Emma  went  with  him  to  Bxo,  Vxape/i's  and  £xom  thexe  to  Fathex's .

Mite  one  quart  ofi  milk  with  one 
hal$  pound  oi  $lou> t,  then  mix  the  hatter  In  thA.ee  quants  o{  bolting  milk  by 
stiAAJbig  rapidly,  when  it  bolls  again  It  Is  done.  It  should  then  be  poun.ed 
out,  and  when  it  becomes  cool  as  new  milk  it  Is  Heady  to  m£,  but  little  salt 
oh  sugar.  should  be  used  with .  They  should  eat  very  little  i{  any  meat.  Eggs 
boiled  so  it  on  made  Into  custard  is  good  with  cold  light  knead  and.  butter,  but 
heavy  bread  oh  hot  biscuits  one  not  good  ion  any  person. 

Evefuj  person  should  be  washed  all  oven  once  a  week  in  clean  water.  There 
could  be  a  great  deal  said  oh  written  upon  this  and  p&chaps  T  shall  ionite  mote 
at  some  iutwie  time.

About  this  time  I  keaJid  o{  the.  death  o{  Bfro.  Willard  Snow.  I  was  very 
sorry  Indeed  and  on  Movmbefr  16th ,  1853  I  composed  some  Wises  {or  Slste/i  Snow 
and  they  asie  mitten  In  my  little  book .  1  also  gave  hex  a  copy. 

This  has  been  a  very  warn  and  pleasant  {all.  I  think  moxe  so  than  I 
even,  sm  be{ore,  and  continued  to  be  good  weather  most  o{  the  time  till 
January  11th,  1854.  Then  the  wind  began  to  blow  and  the  cold  set  In  as  bad  ox 
worse  than  1  had  even  seen  It  hi  my  Zl{e. 

It  seemed  as  though  the  cattle,  l{  not  the  people ,  would  perish  with  the 
cold.  Indeed  there  did  a  great  many  cattle  {freeze  to  death.  February  1st ,  the 
weather  Is  a  little  mofre  moderate .  It  Is  so  {ax  to  go  to  meeting  that  I  seldom 
go.  John  has  aJifranged  to  have  prayer  meeting  In  out  own  house  evex y  Sunday 
night.  This  does  me  a  great  deal  o{  good ,  biut  I  pfray  that  the  time  may  soon 
come  that  we  shall  move  to  the  {ofrt,  so  that  we  can  meet  with  the  Saints. 

The  lofrd  has  been  very  mexcl{ul  to  us  and  has  tfruly  blest  us  hexe. 

It  is  sold  In  my  patriarchal  blessing  that  my  name  shall  be  had  In  honorable 
fr2mmbnm.ee  to  all  generations.  Mow  my  deafr  children,  this  cannot  be  done 
unless  you  keep  this  record  and  also  a  record  o{  your  lives,  and  hand  It  down 
to  youx  children  and  command  them  to  do  the  same.  In  this  my  you  can  keep  . the 
genealogy  o{  your  {others  as  tong  as  the  earth  shall  stand,  {or  this  Is  according 
to  your  blessing  as  children  o{  Abraham.  A a  long  gs  you  keep  the  command¬ 
ments  o{  the  Lord,  your  posterity  shall  not  be  cut  o{{  {from  the  earth.  1  wish 
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my  son 5  to  xemmbzx  this  which  I  shall  new  tell  you.  The  voted  oh  the  Loud 
came  to  mz  moxz  than  6  zvzn  yeans  bzfas iz  you  wzxz  bo/m  and  blest  mz  and  toM 
mz  that:  1  should  havz  two  sons;  and  that  X  should  &l It  thm  Lzki  and  Hzphl; 
and  that  1  should  teach  thm  to  do  good  all  thelx  days;  and  to  xmembex  that 
they  wzxe  named  a{tex  good  mzn  who  could  do  anything  by  {aJXh  In  tkz  mmz  o{\ 
the  Lend,  which  was  night,  which  ialth  tkzy  obtained  by  thelx  diligence  In 
keeping  tkz  commandments  o&  tkz  Loxd;  and  that  my  sons  should  also  become 
gxeat  and  mighty  In  tkz  eanth  i&  they  will  obey  the  Lo/id  and  txy  to  Imitate 
the  righteous  men  they  wexe  named  afaex;  and  many  moxz  things  wexz  sold  to  me 
at  that  time. 

Also  that  I  should  have  a  daughtex  and  call  hex  Sa/iak,  So  when  Rachel 
was  boxn  I  thought ,  call  hefi  Soxah,  but  hex  {athzx  said  call  hex  Rachel.  And 
now  I  fael  to  command  my  dmghtex  to  do  good;  to  be  kind  and  v&vtucus ,  always 
honest  and  ^aithfal  to  yovx  pxomist.  Always  speak  the  txuth.  Be  Industnlous 
and  ca/Lziul,  always  do  good  to  those  In  need  and  the  same  commands  axe  unto 
my  sons.  And  be  sate  you  nevex  &u£{ex  yowiselves  nox  youx  children  to  imax. 
clothes  ox  anything  else  tight  axound  youx  bodies  so  as  to  hlndex  you  faom 
bxzathlng  faeely,  fax  i$  you  cannot  dxaw  a  long  breath  easily,  the  blood  cannot 
clx&ulatz  to  evzJiy  paxt  o£  tkz  body  as  It  should  do ,  acid  will  thexzfaxz  shoxtzn 
Ufa.  Remembex  this  fax  yovJi  little  duldx,zn,  and  paxtieulaJilij  fax  all  young 
glxls .  Thexz  axe  many  glnls  and  women  who  havz  destroyed  thelx  constitutions 
with  tight  lacing,  Indeed  many  have  killed  tkemelved  In  this  way .  And  othzxs 
Zing  ex  a  long  time  In  mlsexy ,  and  when  tkzy  die  It  Is  said  they  had  the  con¬ 
sumption.  Veux  teeth  can  be  pxesexvzd  by  washing  them  evexy  day  In  cold  watex . 

I $  you  wish  to  be  healthy ,  do  not  sit  up  latex  than  nine  o'clock,  and 
always  xlse  bzfaxz  the  sun  In  the  moxnlng. 

If'  you  destine  to  live  .tong,  obey  youx  paxents,  fax  It  Is  mitten  ” Honcx 
thy  &atke/i  and  thy  mothex  that  thy  days  may  be  long  In  the  land  which  the  Loxd 
thy  God  givetk  thee. n  And  you  cannot  honox  thm  unless  you  obey  them.  Hcxz- 
ovex,  i&  you  do  as  you  axe  told,  that  Is,  keep  all  the  commandments  o$  the 
Loxd ,  He  will  bless  you  and  give  you  jalth  to  live. 
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You  must  neven  sweat  non.  speak  any  wicked  on  bad  wends,  ion  1$  you  do, 
people  wilt  say  you  one.  bad  chUdnen.  Vo  not  speak  evil  c{  any  pens  on  and  l£ 
anyone  Injunes  you  In  any  my,  go  to  that  penson  In  the  splnlt  o£  mekneas  and 
tell  him  o£  IX,  and  l£  the  pe/uon  la  a  Saint  he  will  make  it  night,  but 
Saints  oh.  slnnens  you  must  £onglve  them.  Vc  unto  o thesis,  In  alt  cases,  aa 
you  would  have  them  do  to  you.  8ui  to  heluSin  to  my  his  tony. 

1  did  not  go  to  meeting  du/ilng  the  month  oi  Febnmny,  1854,  so  Match  19th 
I  thought  1  would  go,  so  I  got  Sasiak  Max£leld  to  stay  with  the  chitdnen  and 
John  and  I  slanted  £on  Union  Font.  I  node  on  a  mule,  and  when  neatly  thete  the 
mile,  ^tightened  and  turn  may  and  ihteia  me  o££.  John  went  attest  the  mule  and  1 
went  to  Mo .  ? cutes .  It  began  to  /coin  so  that  X  did  not  get  to  meeting ,  non.  I 
could  not  get  home  that  night,  die.  mvX.  heme  the  next  day,  but  the  wind  blew 
so  cold  that  I  was  vety  badly  dulled. 

Match  2 1st  the  cold,  had  settled  so  heavily  on  my  lungs  that  1  could  not 
speak  without  gneat  dli£lculty.  Match  22nd,  1854  Mephi  £ell  o££  the  bed, 
stsUJking  on  his  head.  The  blood  galke/ied  In  gsieat  lumps  In  his  neck.  He 
could  make  no  noise  and  seemed  to  be  dicing.  1  laid  my  hands  on  him  and 

piayed  ion.  him  to  live.  The  Land  In  metcy  an&weted  my  pnayet  and  he  soon 

necovejied,  ion  which  1  ms  vety  thankful. 

John  built  a  log  house  at  the  Font  {Union)  and  we  moved  Into  It  kpnil 
20th,  1854 .  We  had  veny  nalny  weathen.  ion  sevenal  days.  The  house  was  v&ny 
open  and  {nesh  dint  on  the  too{.  So  It  let  In  rnten  all  oven.  Thene  was 

not  a  place  whete  a  pens  on  could  sit  on  stand  and  be  dny.  On  the  25  th  It  ms 

so  wet  and  cold  that  It  seemed  as  l£  we  all  would  sanely  penis h. 

kpi.il  28th  the  weath.cn  was  betten  and  we  went  to  pljx.nti.ng  potatoes . 

May  U ,  1854  X  began  my  JUttle  school  again  at  Union  Font.  May  29th  thene  was 
a  veny  gneat  snow  stem,  and  June  13th  the/ te  was  a  dtead£ul  hall  stonm  which 
de&tnoyed  many  gandens  and  a  gneat  deal  oi  wheat.  Indeed  I  nevet  saw  sack  a 
stonm  be{one . 
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July  3xd  1  made  dxills  with  a  hoe  and  put  In  a  patch  o(  tuxnips,  which 
cjme  up  and  gxm  (Jbnd,  but  boon  the  gxasskoppeM  came  by  millions  and  destxoytd 
them,  also  the  baxley ,  oats,  melons,  pasts  nips,  caxxots,  onions,  and  conn  wex e 
destroyed  so  that  we  did  not  noise  any . 

Puxing  the  (all  o(  185 4  John  and  the  children  weJie  vexy  sick  bat  tkxough 
the  mexey  o(  the  Loxd  otic  bettex,  but  then.e  was  a  gxmt  deal  o(  sickness  In 
the  (oxt. 

On  the  morning  o(  December  11,  1$ 54  my  6 on  Teanctm  UUZUm  was  hoxn. 

His  gxand(athex1  s  name  it  Willim  Hemxd  so  1  named  him,  and  Teanctm  Is  after l 
the  gxeat  waJtxicx  the  Book  o(  Homan  tells  o(.  I  hope  he  will  live  to  kelp 
his  bxeakxen  avenge  the  blood  o(  the  prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

Jama/Ltf  14 ,  1855  he  was  blest  by  B nos.  Wilson  Shady  and  Owen. 

About  this  time  we  wexe  out  o(  (loux.  We  had  a  tittle  wheat  but  the  mill 
was  (x ozen  up.  1  was  not  able  to  go  anywhexe  to  do  any  txading.  and  we  had 
nevex  boxxmed  (loux.  The  (ew  vegetables  we  roused  voe/ie  gone  so  we  .Lived  on 
stated  than  (ox  awhile*  X  nevex  (elt  so  bad  about  provisions  befexe.  I  could 
haMZy  keep  (horn  muxmxing,  and  had  to  puny  In  my  mind  all  the  time  that  1 
might  not  sin.  At  last  John  said  he  would  stand  It  no  longest  and  he  boxxowed 
25  tbs.  o(  (loux  (xom  Bx o.  Bxown,  having  (Istst  been  asked  l(  we  had  any,  and 
o Hexed  to  loan  us  some.  But  ike  (loux  was  so  full  o(  gxit  ox  sand  that  we 
could  not  use  It,  ox  we  only  used  5  lbs,  and  xetafmed  the  balance  to  him 
on  the  11th. 

tty  (athex  came  to  see  us  and  John  went  home  with  him  to  Vxapexvllte  to 
see  l(  he  could  get  a  (am  as  we  could  not  get  land  cat  Cottonwood.  He  saw 
Imlxa  Vxapex  and  bought  22  aexes  o(  land  (xom  him.  (He  moved  to  VxapexvlZJLe  on 
Willow  Cheek  Match  Bih  1855. 

tty  health  was  so  vexy  poox  that  X  could  haxdty  do  the  woxk  (ox  the  (amlly. 
X  attended  the  Si&tex’s  pxayex.  meeting  and  a  good  splxlt  px.evaited.  We  txled 
to  do  night ,  but  (m  came  to  meeting,  and  a  bind  o(  stapox  seemed  to  xe&t  upon 
m,  all.  It  ms  often  mentioned  that  we  did  mi  have  the  lively  Intexest  In  oux 
x ellglon.  that  me  used  to  (eel,  and  we  did  not  knew  the  xeason. 
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I  began  to  teach,  my  tittle  school  again  but  it  was  also  doll.  But  {&o 
came,  as  the  patients  did  net  seem  to  have  any  intekest  in  it,  but  my  desike 
urn  to  do  my  duty  at  well  as  X  could. 

Puking  the  yean  185 5  I  had  to  wokk  vek.y  hand,  making  paintings,  gloves 
and  mittens  to  buy  provisions  {ok  the  gkasskoppeks  have  destroyed  ouk  okapi 
and  at&o  nmkhj  alt  the  ckops  in  idlest  valleys  and  famine  stakes  us  in  the 
{ace.  Seed  time  again  1856  we  have  had  to  go  in  debt  { ok  wheat  6 ok  bkead 
and  to  soto. 

About  this  time  Bp,  David  Evans  o{  Lehi  City  sent  {ok  my  {athek  to  go  to 
Utah  Valley  to  tend  a  toll  B/iidge.  His  health  ms  ve/iy  pook  and  I  could  not 
beak  to  have  him  live  theke  alone,  so  on  May  22nd,  I  went  with  him  to  Lehi  City 
to  iky  to  get  si&ten.  Kippen  to  keep  house  {ok  him .  When  I  keached  theke  1 
keakd  she  ms  mokkijed,  so  1  could  not  get  hek,  A {tek  seakchivtg  diligently  7. 
got  a  young  mm  by  the  name  o{  Edrnkd  Clayton  to  go  and  live  with  him  {ok 
awhile.  X  ketukned  home  May  25kd,  UBS, 

My  health  was  voJiy  pock .  June  24th,  1856  my  daughtek  Hannah  Elizabeth 
was  bokn,  she  was  blest  June  27th  by  William  and  ImUvi  Vkapek. 

1  could  only  obtain  help  about  tiine  days  a{iek  Hannah  was  bokn .  1  was 

so  weak  my  constitution  seemed  entikely  bkoken  down.  X  had  su{{eked  so  much 
that  my  ii{e  was  almost  a  bukden  to  me.  1  had  not  neak  milk  emugh  {ok  the 
baby.  So  the  time  passed  till  September.  22,  I  was  so  weak  that  X  could  not 
sit  up  {ok  sevekal  days ,  an d  1  had  to  wean  the  baby  and  she  ms  also  sick. 

The  neighbors  said,  ” She  will  sukeljy  die/'  and  7  was  so  weak  in  body  and  mind 
that  1  did  not  know  but  what  we  both  would  die ,  but  1  look  the  best  cake  1 
could  o{  hek  and  thkough  the  mekey  o{  the.  Lokd  we  both  got  fjettek  and  still 
live.  We  had  been  living  in  Bko.  lemika  Vkapek1  s  house  evek  since  we  came  to 
Willow  Ckeek.  so  he  came  at  this  time  and  said  he  wished  us  to  get  anothek  house, 
to  live  in,  as  he  wanted  the  house  {ok  Petek  White.  This  was  quite  unexpected 
and  John  had  all  his  ckops  to  take  cake  o{,  and  it  was  too  late  to  make  adobes 
mid  build  a  house  so  we  did  not  know  what,  to  do.  Still  we  thought  it  ms  kight 


{or  he  had  not  charged  us  my  Mat  ion  the.  time,  m  had  bum  there.  So  when 
Bro.  V&my  Fitzgerald  kevuid  o$  ova  agitation,  {or  I  was  not  able  to  lit  up, 
he  laid  we  could  move  Into  a  .tittle  log  cabin  o{  his  {or  awhile,  but  it  was 
60  open  that  the  wind  and  6 now  would  go  right  through  It,  and.  the  winter  was 
very  cold  and  severe.  Indeed  thexe  ms  tarn  In  the  house.  nearly  all  the  time 
{or  two  months* 

The  children's  shoes  were  bad  they  they  {a oze  their  {eet.  These  were 
times  tong  to  be  remembered*  'But  these  ^{{.Itctions  we At  nothing  compa/ied 
with  the  dilmma  we  had  fallen  Into  .respecting  our  religion* 

Brother  Young  said,  ” All  the  people  In  these  Valleys  o{  the  Mountains 
were  under  tfuin&gression,  and  he  sent  missionaries  all  .through  the  land  crying 
repentance  to  the  people,  saying,  " The  anger  o{  the  lord  Is  kindled  against  us, 
and  i{  we  did  not  repent  speedily  his  judgements  would  be  upon  us  and  destroy 
usd1  It  seemed  as  though  violent,  storms  were  sett  to  con{lrm  their  words* 

Thus  the  time  passed  till  January  1st,  U57.  Then  we  were  told  that  the 
7 Inst  fresldtncy  had  dis  {  ellows hlped  the  whole  church  till  we  would  make  owl 
wrongs  right  and  be  baptized  {or  the  remission  o{  our  sins.  1  cried  auto  the 
lord  in  the  anguish.  o{  my  soul  that  ke  mold  { orgive  our  sins*  1  make  right 
ail  the  wrongs  that  were  In  my  power  and  John  also  did  the  best  he  could  {or 
our  salvation. 

March  29th,  1857,  John,  Sarah,  and  1  went  with  most  o{  the  people  o{  this 
branch  ami  were  baptized  in  the  river  Jordon  by  Imira  Vrapeji.  We  were  con{irm 
by  Bro*  VarMil  Tyler,  and  I  do  pray  that  we  may  now  live  our  religion  in  very 
deed. 

We  lived  in  Bro.  Titzeraid's  cabin  till  it  seemed  we  would  all  perish  with 
the  cold.  On  January  1st,  1857  we  moved  into  a  room  belonging  to  a  Vaytish 
Brother,  by  the  mme  o{  Laurltz  Smidt.  We  were  tolerably  comfortable  in  this 
room  till  April  then  it  im>  taken  {or  a  Blacksmith's  shop,  and  we  had  to  go 
out  whether  we  had  any  house  to  go  Mo  or  not.  John  had.,  ike  wails  o{  a  house 
up,  but  it  had  neither  roo{  nor  { loor *  My  things  we/te  put:  out  o{  doors  and  the 
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wind  blew  a  tennible  gall  and  covened  them  with  dust  and  sand,  Indeed  -dome 
things  wene  /mined.  Many  Te/iny,  my  sisten-in-law,  tms  ve/itj  kind  to  me,  {on 
she  took  the  ckildnen  and  m tsel{  In  {on  about  tinn.ee  days  till  John  could  {lx 
the  house  a  little,  and  when  we  moved  Into  can  house  it  had  neither  doon  no) t 
window,  and  bat  pant  o{  the  noo{  on.  We  had  lumben  paid  {on.  bat  wene  disappoints 
in  getting  it.  The  weathen  ms  veny  cold  and  windy  and  Hannah  took  cold  and 
ms  veny  s.ick. 

The  smallpox  had  been  nsging  in  this  valley  duning  the  {one  pant  o{  the 
whiten,  and  several  died  with  it.  This  troubled  my  mind  Somewhat  {on  neither 
o{  us  even  had  it,  so  the  Spinit  o{  the  Lond  owe  to  me  and  told  me  "that  i{ 
any  pens  on  was  exposed  to  it  on  any  othen  contagious  disease  to  take/,  ome  ned 
peppen  and  oak  bank  on  nose  leaves  and  make,  tea  o{  them  and  dnihk  about  a  pint 
anytime  in  the  counse  o{  twelve  kouns  a{te/i  being  exposed,  it  mold  ihnm  it 
o{{."  I  am  sune  this  is  tnue  and  wilt  ct/ne  anyone  who  will  tny  it  in  { aitk 
in  ike  Land  , 

About  this  time  I  had  a  dnm n  about  a  man,  whom  l  ms  welt  acquainted  with, 
in  Canada .  I  thought  he  came  and  asked  me  to  give  him  some  bnmd  and  salt  and 
some  mien  {on  him  and  alt  his  {amity.  His  name  ms  Vavid  Sandenson.  When  I 
moke  the  inten.pneta.iion  came  ; to  me  that  he  ms  dead  and  tint  he  new  believed 
the  Gospel  and  wished  me  to  help  do  Hie  wank  {on  him  and  his  {amity  that  he  had 
neglected  to  do  {on  himset{  when  he  ms  alive .  He  heand  the  Gospel  as  well,  as 
I,  and  i.{  1  do  not  live  long  enough  to  do  the  wonk  {on  him  and  ike  nest  o{  my 
dean  intends,  1  hope  my  ckildnen  will  do  it. 

I  have  a  gneat.  many  names  mitten  in  my  daily  jounml  o{  both  living  and 
dead  {niends  which  1  wish  to  be  attended  in  thein  time  i{  it  is  my  pnivitedge 
so  to  do. 

The  time  has  passed  with  me  a{ten  the  mannen  o{  montal  li{e  till  I  am  43 
yeans  old ,  and  nm  all  the  cny  is  Wan,  Wan,  Wan.  AH  the  bnethenn  that  one 
able  to  bmn  anm  axe  called  to  do  so  {on  the  Gentile  mob  is  a{ten  us  again, 
and  we  have  to  de{end  ouns  elves  on  {lee  to  the  wildenness. 
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Febxuaxy  18,  1$58  1  was  taken  voJuy  sick  and  had  a  vexy  bad  cough. 

Febxuaxy  20th  my  {ouxth  Aon  was  hotel.  Me  caiijed  him  John.  My  cough  continued 
Ao  bad  that  I  could  not  sit  up  only  to  have  my  bed  made  £ox  thxee  weeks . 

Sabah  wet,  only  ten  yeans  old  and  hex  health  urn  poox  so  that  she  could  not 
do  muck ,  and  we  wexe  not  able  to  hixe  help ,  so  1.  must  have  Annexed  much  lied 
it  not  been  &cx  the  kindness  c$  my  bxotkexs f  wives,  Maty  and  Bma  Texxy  cod 
my  sistex  Amy  was  ve/iy  fund  and  sistex  Ann  Vltzgexatd  was  the  kindest  woman 
1  evex  sm  In  my  Hie  except  my  own  mothex.  1  do  pxay  the  Loxd  to  bless  hex 
and  all  the  xest  that  wexe  kind  to  me  In  my  sickness . 

About  this  time  woxd  coupe  that  we  must  all  {lee  to  the  ties  ext  {ox  salvation, 
although  7  was  so  weak  that  1  could  only  walk  aexoss  the  house,  this  made  me 
xejolce.  I  seemed  as  l{  I  could  pwise  the  Lend  all  the  time.  7  got  belt  ex 
slowly  and  did  all  I  could  to  get  xeady  to  move.  May  22,  1858  we  staxted  £ox 
MountainviHc.  My  fiathex  came  to  us  cund  told  John  to  stop  the  team  while  he 
blest  his  daughtex.  Then  he  came  to  me  and  took  me  by  the  hand  and  said , 

"Lizzy,  my  the  Loxd  bless  you  with  his  Spirit  and  with  the  Spixit  o£  xev el¬ 
ation  that  you  may  know  what  is  best  £ox  the  salvcution  o£  youx  £  amity,  am  £ox 
youx  £atkex*s  house l  He  said  moxe  but  this  is  all  1  can  xmembex  vexbatun. 

1  was  vexy  thankful  £ox  his  blessing. 

We  went  on  and  soon  thexe'eme  up  a  state t  o£  wind,  dust,  xain,  and  hail. 

We  had  m  wagon  covex  and  it  ms  vexy  cold.  John,  Saxak,  Lehi,  and  hlepki  had 
tb  dxive  the  sheep  and  cows  by  tuxn,  in  the  stoxm  which,  was  vexy  sevexe,  and 
they  had  not  clothes  enough  to  keep  them  waxm.  I  was  vexy  pooxty  and  it  was 
all  that  I  could  do  to  take  caxe  o£  mysel£  and  the  youngest  childxm;  but  we 
beached  thexe  that  day ,  it  being  about  15  miles.  We  had  a  hole  dug  in  the 
gxou-td  and  covexed  with  a  little  bxusk. 

May  26th,  1858,  John  went  back  to  Pxapexville.  At  night  thexe  came  up  a 
cold  stoXm  o£  wind  and  xain.  We  got  wet  a  little  but  T  thought  it  was  all  £ox 
ouA  salvation  o£  the  xighteous.  Oux  dugout  was  sufixounded  with  oak  bxush  which 
ms  vexy  destructive  to  the  ckiidxen's  clothes.  1  had  but  little  thxead  so  I 
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had.  to  mend  mostly  with  molten  yaftn.  Thread  vxts  scarce  ami  dear.  I  was  told 
that  home  linen  thread  ms  cold  far  a  amt  a  needZeiult,  1  chanced  to  cell 
come  paintings  lot  come.,  at  25  etc  a  knot,  and  aho  got  some  salt,  cheese, 

^ilk,  cotton  cloth,  and  a  basket  Ion  painting . 

There  mi  no  meeting  only  at  Uountatnvilte  Fort  which  was  a  mile  piom  where 
we  Hoed.  Uy  health  mi  peon  sc  I  could  not  go  and  canty  the  baby,  so  X  never 
mi  at  the  fart, 

1  could  easily  pray  In  secret  at  £ Vat ,  but  the  people  gathered  In  so 
thick  and  cut  down  the  oak  brush  then  It  became  more  difficult,  yet  X  never 
neglected  my  prayers  though  1  had  farther  to  go,  J  never  went  out  abroad  while 
X  lived  thexe  without  tiling  the  land  far  a  covering,  and  X  told  the  children  to 
do  the  lame. 

Left  tool  (tending  the  iheep  and  he  got  a  click  in  the  cali  o&  his  leg.  We 
could  not  get  it  out.  Ton.  several  dayi  he  could  not  walk,  but  in  about  15  days 
it  came  out.  itself.  It  was  nearly  an  inch  long  and  as  thick  as  a  common  knitting 
needle. 

John  urn  at  Vraperviile  more  o£  the.  time ,  tending  hie  atop.  It  mi  noised 
about  that  thexe  were  Indians  oJicund  In  the  mountains,  and  that  they  might 
come  and  kill  us,  as  we  had  no  way  to  fasten  oua  doom  at  night.  So  I  called 
the  children  together  and  asked  the  Lord  to  keep  us  safa  through  the  night. 

Then  we  would  lye  down  and  sleep  as  unconcerned  as  i{  we  had  been.  In  a  strong 
fart.  Indeed  X  ofa:en  &elt  the  Spirit  oi  the  Lord  a\id  was  thankful  far  his 
mercy.  Word  reached  us  about  the  &imt  oi  July  that  we  might  return  to  our  homes  * 

Some  rejoiced  very  muck  to  hear  this  told,  but  X  was  neither  glad  nor 
sorry  only  I  wished  to  do  flight. 

July  8th,  185$  we  moved  back  to  Vraperville.  We  faund  cur  house  almost 
as  we  le&t  it,  only  our  water  had  min  into  the  cellar  and  stood  there  till  it 
had  become  stagnant,  and  the  air.  was  unwholesome  far  come  time,  (tie  had  but  a 
small  crop  oi  grain  avid  a  im  vegetables,  and  them  I  did  not  seem  to  want. 
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NovembeA  7th,  MaAla,  wi{e  o{  Jacob  €,  T oAAy  died  with  in{lamation  o{  the 

bowle 6,  aged  44  yeajs. 

V chummy  5th,  1859  I  dfieamed  that  the  land  ms  not  pleased  with  this 
people  ion.  they  do  not  keep  the  Celestial  law,  th&ic&ofie  the  women  and  the 
dnildfien  shall  he  as  the  cka{{  o{  the  sumneA's  thAeshing  {Zooa,  that  passeth 
may,  { on  the  land  will  soon  come  oat  In  Judgement  against  the  wicked,  and  the 
mm  wilt  take  up  a  howling  when  It  Is  toe  lute.  Why  X  dimmed  this  conceAnlng 
this  gficat  people,  I  do  not  know  {oa  I  ms  trying  to  keep  evesiy  known  law  as 
neat,  as  X  could .  X  told  my  dAexm  In  the  meeting  and  it  was  made  -tight  oft. 
Tebfuuviy  25'\d,  Hannah  swallowed  a  piece  o{  glass  about  as  tnxge  as  a  2 5  cent 
pi.ece  with  sha/ip  coAne/is  on  it.  The  next  day  she  am  ve/iy  sick.  I  gave  hex  an 
emetic  hut  she  did  not  th/iow  it  up,  but  got  woJtse  with  the  pain  in  hen.  stomach. 
At  night  X  got  Jos  hue  and  hen.  {athe/i  to  administcA  to  hen..  The  pain  stopped 
Instantly  and  It  was  neve/i  troubled  since,  though  It  neve} i  passed  o{{  that  we 
knew  o{.  Jos  hue  said,  "She  shall  live  to  gnaw  up.u 

The  winteA  ms  vojiy  cold  and  s  to  Amy,  Lehi  had  to  tend  the  sheep.  He  had 
thin  clothing  and  no  coat  and  ve/iy  bad  shoes.  His  {eet  wefie  wet  eveAy  night 
as  though  he  had  waded  ike  slough.  He  took  a  heavy  cold  that  tasted  {on 
months,  Indeed  X  do  not  know  that  he  -is  ove/c  it  to  this  day  [a  yean,  {nom  that) 
{on  he  has  a  cold  on  his  lungs  now . 

Nandi  3nd ,  1859  a  young  chap  peuuaded  Lehi  to  leave  the  sheep  and  kelp 
him  get  some  b/iush.  Suddenly  a  stem  o{  wind  and  snow  oaosc  and  scattered  the 
sheep.  They  went  about  {oua  miles  {Aom  home ,  a{teA  muck  trouble  they  { ound  alt 
o{  the  sheep  except  two  lambs.  One  little  ewe  was  so  badly  beaten  with  the 
Siam  that  it  died.  John  hunted  In  all  the  { locks  QJiound  but  could  not  {Ind 
the  two  lambs,  so  they  we/te  given  up  {oa  tost ,  but  Mephl  said,  "He  {elt  sun.e 
we  shall  get  the  lambs."  The  ieacke/a  came  to  oua  house  on  the  6th  curd  the  lost 
lambs  weAe  mentioned .  Mo.  VitzgeAatd  sold  he.  kemd  o{  two  StAay  lambs  at  a 
neighbc/is  about  a  mile  away,  so  John  and  Lehi  went  to  see  and.  suAe  enough  they 
weAc  oua  iambs.  They  had  hem  picked  up  by  a  young  man  six  miles  {Aom  heme, 
but  I  had  to  paa  $USO  to  get  them.

My  folks  were  all  born  in  North  Dalton,  Yorkshire,  England.  I,  John  Reward, 

was  born  at  North  Dalton,  Yorkshire,  April  7,  1813.  My  father,  William  Howard, 
was  born  Oct.  9,  1785.  My  grandparents,  Richard  Hewerd.born  about  1769,  Jane 
Tindil,  and  John  and  Elizabeth  Swift,  born  about  1749.  My  brothers  were 
William,  Richard,  Francis;  my  sisters,  Jane,  Rachel,  Elizabeth,  Anna,  Mary,  and 
Hannah.  My  parents  were  poor,  but  they  tried  to  give  us  what  schooling  they  could 
while  we  were  young.  But  as  soon  as  we  were  large  enough  to  work  out,  we  had  to 
quit  school  to  work;  so  we  had  little  education.  When  I  was  nine  years  old,  I 
went  to  William  Wilberfop  to  herd  pigs,  and  sheep;  My  father  worked  at  the 
same  place  for  a  great  many  years.  It  was  four  miles  from  where  we  lived,  and 
he  only  went  home  Saturday  nights,  back  Sunday  night  or  Monday  morning.  Some¬ 
times  he  would  go  with  me  to  catch  sparrows;  we  would  sell  them  for  a  half 
penny  each,  nearly  the  value  of  one  cent.  He  bought  me  some  good,  useful  books 
with  the  money,  so  I  could  practice  myself  in  figures  in  this  way. 

Mages  were  low  in  England.  A  man  that  had  a  family  had  wages  according  to 
the  size  of  his  fami3.y.  The  greater  part  of  the  year,  as  a  man  that  had  only  a 
wife  and  one  child,  he  could  compel  them  to  give  him  but  three  shillings  per 
week,  and  a  shilling  for  each  child.  Yet,  there  were  some  times  in  the  year, 
in  harvest  and  hay  time,  and  turnip  time,  hoeing,  that  they  could  get  more  work. 
They  generally  took  jobs  at  so  much  an  acre,  for  cutting  the  wheat  and  hoeing 
the  turnips. 

I  went  to  grandfathers  and  grandmothers  in  the  winter  that  I  was  nine,  in 
Kirby,  England,  a  distance  of  eight  miles.  As  3Con  as  I  got  there  it  began  to 
snow,  so  they  would  not  let  me  go  heme  till  father  came  for  me.  My  grandma  was 
sick  in  bed  for  seven  years  and  only  sat  up  while  bar  bed  was  made.  My  sister, 
Hannah,  came  to  take  care  of  her.  She  stayed  nearly  eleven  years. 

I  was  bound  to  John  Newbove,  WeTwang,  until  I  was  21  years  old.  He  was  a 
fanner  and  he  had  two  boys  of  his  own  about  my  size,  and  so  he  did  not  wish  to 
take  me.  But  on  account  of  the  law,  which  he  helped  to  make,  he  had  to  do  it. 


But  he  agreed  with  father  to  pay  one  shilling  per  week,  for  me  to  stay  home 

through  the  winter.  In  the  spring  I  went  to  live  with  him  again.  I  was  now  ten 
years  old,  but  I  did  not  like  it.  I  did  not  atay  long.  Father  got  me  hired  to 
Thomas  Wilberfops.  He  had  two  farms,  one  in  We twang,  and  the  other  at  Huggate 
Lodge.  I  went  to  live  at  Huggate  Lodge.  I  stayed  in  that  place  for  three  years, 
but  my  wages  were  small  and  I  had  to  work  hard.  I  had  to  do  a  man's  work,  such 
as  plowing  and  harrowing,  and  other  hard  jobs. 

When  I  was  16  years  old  I  was  hired  to  John  McJforth,  Frodinghara.  I  stayed 
one  year,  and  the  next  year  I  hired  out  to  James  Noble,  Fred Ingham.  My  father 
was  renting  his  house  and  garden  from  him  after  the  death  of  him  mother,  Fanny 
Noble,  who  lived  more  than  100  years.  The  old  lady  lived  under  the  same  roof  as 
we  did.  I  was  18.  She  took  a  liking  to  me  more  than  the  rest  of  the  children. 

I  worked  with  John  Noble  till  April  or  May,  1832,  and  then  he  quit  farming.  I 
hired  to  Robert  Casbey  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  He  lived  at  Frodingha® 
during  this  part  of  the  year.  I  was  taken  with  a  fever,  and  we  had  to  employ 
the  doctor.  But  I  soon  found  out  he  did  me  no  good,  and  I  quit  him.  I  got  me 
aoiaa  quinine  powder,  and  when  I  felt  the  ague  coming  on,  I  would  take  a  little, 
and  it  would  stop  it  from  coming  on.  But  it  kept  coming  on  until  I  had  to  quit 
work  for  two  or  three  weeks,  and  he  paid  me  just  the  same.  He  was  a  man  that 
swore  a  lot,  and  1  found  me  another  job.  I  went  to  live  with  Wilberfops  We twang. 
I  was  what  is  called  a  groom  in  that  country,  to  take  care  of  horses  and  harness, 
saddles,  and  bridles,  and  I  sometimes  had  money  given  to  me  by  people  that  stayed 
all  night,  for  attending  to  horses,  etc.  But  the  traveling  preacher  never  gave 
me  anything.  They  were  Methodist  preachers,  but  they  had  just  as  good  care 
taken  of  their  things. 

When  I  was  19  years  old  I  was  hired  to  Johnothan  Harrison  in  a  place  called 
B.otsea.  His  wife  was  one  of  the  worst  tempered  women  I  ever  had  seen,  and  it 
was  difficult  to  get  a  girl  to  stay  there  the  year  out.  Sometimes  they  would 
have  5  or  6  Ifk  a  year.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  chaff  that  grew  among  the  wheat 


in  thee  part  of  the  country.  We  cleaned  up  some  for  market ,  and  th  beat  was 

cent  to  market,  and  the  tailings  were  sent  to  the  mill.  But  it  made  us  all 
rick,  and  we  could  not  eat  it.  They  had  a  very  large  family  of  children,  and 
they  were  as  hard  to  govern  as  the  woman .  The  next  year  X  wag  hired  to  Thomas 
Oliver  at  Little  Baatson.  He  sometimes  got  drunk  when  he  went  to  market  and 
sometimes  he  was  very  cross  and  would  scold  every  person  that  lived  with  him 
and  sometimes  he  was  good  humored. 

In  the  year  1834,  I  was  out  of  work  a  good  part  of  the  time.  Part  of  the 
winter  I  worked  at  threshing.  Most  times,  I  attended  market  every  Thursday 
to  try  to  get  hired.  In  the  spring  I  was  hired  to  William  Severs  of  Wetwang. 

In  1835  X  wag  out  of  work  a  great  part  of  the  winter  again.  That  spring  I 
found  work  until  Nov.  25.  I  was  then  out  of  work.  There  ware  many  pheasants 
in  this  part  of  England,  and  considerable  timberland.  The  pheasants  would  sell 
for  nearly  a  dollar  a  pair,  but  the  great  men  made  a  law  that  no  person  should 
shoot  them  unless  he  paid  5  pounds  sterling,  and  not  then  unless  he  had  land 
that  belonged  to  him.  Very  few  would  let  people  shoot  on  their  land.  I  went 
and  got  some  pheasants  sometimes  when  I  had  nothing  else  to  do.  One  time  four 
of  us  boys,  William  Train,  and  Bethel  Stavebey,  and  John  Gilbank  went  one  night 
to  shoot  pheasants.  We  had  been  out  some  time  when  I  heard  seme  person  shout, 
and  I  went  to  the  rest  of  the  boys  and  told  them  that  we  had  been  warned,  and 
the  best  we  could  do  was  to  change  our  direction;  but  they  would  not  hearken  to 
me,  but  kept  on  in  the  same  direction.  The  night  was  dark,  and  there  was  a 
thick  thorn  fence  that  went  across  the  woods;  and  when  we  came  to  it,  we  had  to 
go  to  one  side  to  get  through.  I  was  nearest  to  the  gap,  and  I  got  to  it  first, 
but  I  stayed  till  they  came.  When  they  came,  John  Gilbank  went  through  first, 
and  game-keepers  seized  him.  There  were  several  men.  The  rest  of  us  went 
back  a  few  paces  in  the  woods  and  sat  and  listened.  We  stayed  there  till  they 
went  av;ay .  William  Train  and  I  were  together;  we  did  not  know  where  Bethel 
was.  1  had  lost  my  hat.  I  tied  a  handkerchief  around  my  head.  We  make  for 
Duggleby.  and  I  got.  another  had  there,  and  we  started  for  Mai ton,  about  9  miles

We  go':  .Loot*  before  daylight,  got  breakfast,  bat  considered  w:  w-ra 

nafe  there*  William  Train's  parent©  lived  near  Hull,  and  we  made  for  there. 

Me  was  a  shoemaker .  W-a  stayed  there  two  nights,  but  saw  a  man  from  Watwang; 
and  he  said  that  Gilhunk  had  told  on  us,  and  they  were  after  us.  So  we  went  to 
Barton  in  Lincolnshire*  We  tried  to  get  work,  but  it  was  still  winter  and 
little  to  do.  William  Train  was  a  shoemaker,  and  he  got  in  a  shop.  I  worked 
a  few  days  with  a  very  rough  set  of  man.  We  were  banking  out  the  wafer,  and 
they  stole  my  watch.  They  were  drunk  almost  every  night.  I  then  went  to 
'Derbyshire  and  then  back  to  Nottingham.  Then  I  made  for  home. 

I  stayed  one  night  at  William  Train's  fathers.  I  then  went  home  and  stayed 
one  day  and  two  nights.  Ha  said  they  had  been  asking  for  ms.  I  then  went  to 
Helderness,  to  William  Noble,  and  stayed  there  two  weeks,  then  went  home  again. 
My  father  told  me  the  constable  and  game-keeper  had  searched  the  house  for  me 
a  week  before.  I  had  fcaj-ked  of  going  to  America  for  a  long  time,  and  say  father 
now  advised  me  to  go.  The  pheasants  did  not  belong  to  anybody,  but  they  made 
a  law  that  the  rich  could  have  them,  when  the  poor  should  have  had  an  equal 
chance. 

So  Jan.  1,  1836,,  I  started  for  America.  1  walked  to  Liverpool,  a  distance 
of  about  100  miles.  I  set  sail  for  America  about  Feb.  15,  1S36,  in  a  ship  call* 
"Robert  Isaac.”  We  had  stormy  weather  a  great  part  of  the  time,  but  in  five 
weeks  landed  in  New  York.  My  money  was  nearly  all  gene.  The  winter  broke  up 
nicely,  and  1  hunted  around  for  work.  I  was  hired  to  a  milkman  for  ten  dollars 
a  month.  His  name  was  John  Dutton.  I  intended  to  go  on  to  Canada,  but  the 
river  was  fro sen  up  and  I  had  but  little  money.  John  Dutton  sold  out  to  Edward 
and  Mark  Alexander,  and  went  to  keeping  a  grocery  store.  Edward  Alexander  hired 
me  for  11  dollars  a  month,  and  I  stayed  with  him  nearly  four  months,  till  he 
was  drowned  In  a  ferryboat  accident.  Joseph  Alexander,  his  brother,  bought  the 
cows  of  Edward’s  widow,  and  hired  me  for  11  dollars  per  month.  I  stayed  there 
until  January,  1837,  then  started  for  Canada.  I  want  to  Chynguacaway,  to 


Kat-ib a-.3  Ealtby  and  Richard  Foster,  V/ho  came  iron  the  same  place  in  Eng. 

that  1  lid,  I  soon  got  hired  to  James  Eewsson  for  10  dollars  per  month.  I 
was  there  two  months  and  then  went  to  his  brother,  Mehalas  Hews on,  for  100 
per  month.  1  was  there  working  in  the  timber,  logging  and  chopping  trees, 

and  clearing  and  burning  timber land.  This  was  a  new  business  to  me,  and  very 
hard  work.  About  Dec.  6,  1337,  Che  rebellion  broke  out  in  Canada.  The  Orange 
Irish  ran  about  in  search  of  guns,  liquor,  and  victuals,  in  the  name  of  the 
Queen,  and  never  paid  for  them.  Dec.  10  X  helped  Joel  Terry  hide  some  pistols 
and  guns  In  the  stacks  to  keep  them  from  the  Iri3h.  Joel  Terry  went  to 
Toronto  and  was  engaged  on  Machenzie  side  against  the  Government. 

On  Dae.  13,  I  heard  Robert  B.  Thompson  preach  Hormonism .  I  heard  him 
twice.  I  went  to  see  Matthias  Holtby,  a  Methodist  preacher,  and  he  asked  me 
if  I  had  been  to  hear  the  Mormons.  I  told  him  X  had.  He  wanted  to  know  if  1 
had  become  one,  and  asked  me  how  many  times  I  had  heard  them.  I  told  him 
twice.  He  said  he  did  net  blame  anyone  for  going  once  but  thought  a  person 
might  have  more  sense  than  to  go  any  more. 

I  stayed  with  Nicholas  Hewson  two  years.  He  was  an  honest,  hard-working 
man,  end  doing  well  as  to  the  things  of  the  world. 

Nov.  11,  3.839,  X  went  to  live  with  Francis  Kirby,  who  kept  a  tavern  in 
Albion,  Canada.  Francis  Kirby  often  got  drunk,  and  3 eras times  abused  his  wife. 

On  Jan.  4,  1841,  X  hired  back  to  Nicholas  Haws on  for  a  month,  for  eight 
dollars.  On  Feb.  12  I  came  back  to  Francis  Kirby’s  and  stayed  there  till  Kay  4, 
Then  X  made  ut>  my  raidd  to  go  to  Illinois,  in  company  with  William  Franks, 

Joseph  Atkinson,  George  Eastrawser,  John  Metcalf.  When  we  got  to  Boone  County, 
Illinois,  I  went  with  Lawrence  Fagan  and  Hartley  to  see  a  piece  of  land,  and 
I  sent  with  line  Kartragser  to  the  land  office  and  bought  80  acres  of  land,  and 
X  worked  for  Ralph  Gowlfch,  I  got  Ralph  to  help  me  break  four  acres  for  wheat 
in  the  fall.  X  made  rails  and  fenced  it  in. 


li\  1842  I  got  7  wore  acres  picked,  and  I  worked  for  Dr.  Stone  for  some 

.lumber  and  one  yoke  of  steers,  and  I  bought  a  two-year  old  heifer  for  eight 
dollars.  In  May,  1843 ,  my  two  brothers ,  William  and  Richard  Reward,  case  to 
Illinois.  Willim  stayed  with  me,  and  Richard  worked  by  the  month. 

I  got  me  a  house  and  barn  built  and  bought  a  yoke  of  oxen  and  made  rates 
to  pay  in  money  the  rest  In  work.  May  1,  1844,  I  went  to  Nauvoo,  Illinois,  and 
on  May  19  I  was  baptised  into  the  Mormon  Church.  On  May  20  I  was  married  to 
ISIizabeth  Terry  Kirby  by  Hiram  Smith,  Patriarch.  I  was  ordained  an  Elder  the 
same  day  I  was  baptised  and  confirmed.  On  June  5,  I  started  back  to  Been, 

Canada,  to  sell  my  land  and  settle  up  our  affairs.  On  July  10,  1844,  the  printing 
press  was  destroyed  for  publishing  lies.  The  executors  were  apostate  Mormons. 

My  wife  was  taking  care  of  the  sick  during  ray  absence.  June  27  Joseph  and 
Hyrum  Smith  were  murdered  in  cold  blood  in  Carthage  Jail  by  a  lawless  mob. 

They  were  buried  June  28.  My  wife,  Elisabeth,  went  to  the  funeral. 

I  sold  ray  land  to  my  brothers,  and  I  found  Brother  Jacob  C.  Terry  and 
Snider.  They  had  been  sent  to  preach  the  Gospel.  In  company  with  them,  I 
went  back  from  Canada  to  Nauvoo.  We  went  to  a  town  on  the  Mississippi  to  wait 
for  a  boat,  and  we  went  on  the  "Mindsta."  July  10  we  got  to  Nauvoo. 

X  got  Brother  King’s  house.  I  paid  him  a  horse  for  it.  July  16,  1844, 
we  began  to  keep  house.  July  18  I  went  to  harvest  for  Brother  Haines .  I  worked 
two  days  but  never  got  my  pay.  On  the  29th  I  got  a  blessing  under  the  hands 
of  Father  John  Smith,  Patriarch. 

Aug.  4,  1844,  Sydney  Rigdon  preached  concerning  the  people  in  Nauvoo 
choosing  a  guardian  of  his  wonderful  revelations.  Aug.  18,  Brigham  Young 
preached,  and  he  was  chosen  President  in  the  Voice  and  Looks  of  Joseph  Smith. 

Sept.  8,  Sydney  Rigdon  and  his  followers  were  cut  off  from  the  Church. 

Nov.  4,  1844,  I  began  to  teach  school,  but  as  soon  as  ray  health  improved, 
from  an  attack  of  ague,  I  gave  it  up  to  my  wife,  for  I  had  to  go  for  wood. 

Dec.  19,  I  was  ordained  into  the  14th  Quorum  of  Seventies  Kali  in  Nauvoo.  I 


worked  on  the  quarry  for  the  Tempi©  at  Nauvoo  for  several  days.  I  fenced  a 

piece  of  land  in  near  the  river  and  planted  com,  potatoes,  melons,  squash, 
etc.  1  raised  considerable  corn  this  year,  but  the  boys  destroyed  the  melons. 
Aug.  7,  1845,  J.2.  Terry  and  1  want  to  Burlington  Island  to  get  firewood  and 

stable  timber. 

Dec.  1,  1845,  our  first  child,  Rachel,  was  bora,  Feb .  6 ,  1846 g  my  wife  and 

1  got  our  endowments  in  the  temple.  Feb.  9,  I  started  for  Canada  to  sell  the 

property  that  belonged  to  my  wife  when  wa  were  married.  I  had  not  sufficient 
money  to  pay  ray  fare,  tio  I  had  to  take  it,  a  distance  of  about  a  thousand 
idles,  on  foot.  About  the  third  day,  I  fell  in  with  a  team  going  to  Chicago, 

and  was  able  to  ride  when  I  wished.  I  stayed  a  day  in  Chicago,  then  con¬ 

tinued  on  on  foot.  March  1,  1846,  I  crossed  the  ice  over  the  river  from 
Detroit  to  Canada,  to  a  small  place  called  Winsor.  I  soon  made  my  way  to 
Chingeracouray.  Richard  Carr  was  my  wife’s  agent  in  charge  of  her  property, 
consisting  of  a  hundred  acres  of  land,  a  good  frame  bam,  a  hewed  log  house, 
etc.  1  offered  to  sell  the  place  to  John  Johnsons,  but  the  title  was  not  very 
good  on  account  of  Francis  Kirby  dying  without  a  will  and  being  an  illegitimate 
child.  He  agreed  to  100  dollars,  and  gave  me  50  down.  I  settled  accounts 
with  Richard  Carr,  and  he  had  about  80  dollars,  but  he  was  too  poor  to  pay  it 
then,  and  ha  never  paid  It  yet. 

About  March  1,  1846,  I  started  back  to  Nauvoo.  I  went  to  Toronto  with 
J.  Johnson  and  Richard  Carr  and  took  a  steamboat  to  Queens ton  and  from  there 
to  Buffalo.  I  took  a  steamer  from  Buffalo,  for  Detroit,  but  it  got  froze  in 
the  first  night,  and  we  had  to  walk  14  miles  across  the  ice.  I  took  the  rail¬ 
road  from  Detroit  to  Kalamazoo ,  walked  from  St.  Joseph,  and  there  took  a  steam¬ 
boat  for  Chicago.  At  Belvader,  I  went  to  see  my  brothers,  William  and  Richard. 
William  was  married  and  had  one  child.  Richard  was  not  married.  At  Galera®  I 
boarded  a  steamboat,  the  ’’Prairie  Bird,"  for  Nauvoo,  and  arrived  there 
April  17,  1846, 


I  l  ugfefc  me  .ya?.:oa  April  22 »  1L46,  to  get  reedy  to  start  for  the  West 

J.  then  started  working  for  a  Frenchman  in  Nsuvoo  and  got  good  pay*  June  I, 
1846s  we  received  $627  for  the  land  that  I  sold  in  Canada.  I  gave  $227  to  the 
trustees  in  trust.  Babbit,  Harwood,  and  Filraer.  June  4,  I  bought  two  yoke  of 
- >:■■■•'•«  ana  began  to  pack  up  for  the  west.  June  10  we  got  to  Farmington,  the  next 

ighfc  to  Bonaparte.  On  July  8  we  arrived  at  Council  Bluffs,  July  22  we  got  to 
Mosquito  Creek  and  commenced  to  build  a  log  house.  I  thatched  it  with  hay  and 
^ufc  hay  for  the  Winter.  Aug.  15  we  moved  into  our  house.  Nov.  18,  I  went  to 
Missouri  in  company  with  Evan  N.  Greene  and  Butterfield  and  Akers  to  buy  corn. 
We  worked  some  time  in  Missouri  and  did  not  gat  home  until  Dec.  5.  On 
Dec.  27  Joshua  Tarry  came  hare.  On  Jan.  21,  23,  went  again  to  Missouri  to  get 
provisions .  Jan  31,  I  came  home  and  worked  at  rail  splitting  and  making  fences 
to  fence  in  a  piece  of  land  and  raise  a  crop.  As  soon  as  spring  opened  I  went 
to  work  and  plowed  up  the  ground  and  planted  corn  and  sewed  a  little  wheat. 

He  also  made  a  garden*  May  28,  Joshua  and  Brother  Savage  started  as  pioneers 
to  the  valleys  of  the  mountains*  July  17,  I  began  to  cut  wheat.  August  12, 

1  cut  hay  for  the  winter. 

lfe-3_*.JLS48,  we  started  in  company  with  Eleazer  Hiller  for  the  mountains. 
m  stayed  at  Winter  Quarters,  now  called  Florence,  several  days.  June  2,  we 
got  to  the  Horn.  The  companies  were  organised  into  hundreds  and  fifties  to 
keep  the  Indians  from  stealing  the  horses  and  cattle.  Eserah  Pulsipher  was  the 
captain  of  the  company  that  we  came  in.  We  traveled  a  long  way  on  the  Platte 
River.  The  grazing  for  our  cattle  was  generally  good  and  for  wood  we  used 
buffalo  chips.  We  would  find  a  little  wood  and  sage  brush  now  and  then. 

fee  kevi  Reed  and  1  went  out  to  hunt  and  killed  a  buffalo,  the 

first  that  was  killed  by  our  company.  July  12  we  came  to  the  ancient  bluff 
ruins.  July  12  we  got  to  Laramie;  the  road  soon  became  gravelly  and  the  cattles 
feet  got  sore.  August  26,  we  were  at  the  Pacific  Springs.  James  P.  Terry,  my 


wife1  e  brother,  cm&  ... :;o  us  along  with  one  yoke  of  his  father’s 

oT.an;  and  we  agreed  he  should  return  to  fetch  father  Terry  the  next  season,  and 
bn  took  one  yoke  of  ray  oxen  back.  We  could  not  move  for  want  of  teams,  but 
there  were  teams  sent  back  from  the  valley  to  help  in  those  that  wanted  help, 
ko  President  Brigham  Young  told  Vance  fco  help  us  to  the  valley.  Wa  travelled 
with  Brigham  Young’s  company.  Our  company  had  gone  and  left  us.  We  now  travelled 
fe-'it,  but  the  weather  was  cold,  and  it  snowed  several  times.  Sept.  22,  we  got 
to  the  valley  of  the  mountains. 

The  people  were  all  living,  then,  in  the  fort,  but  soon  they  began  to  build 
11  over  the  city.  Our  lot  was  in  the  Tenth  Ward.  Oct.  22,  we  were  baptised. 

In  Oct.  24  x-?a  moved  into  the  fort.  We  took  a  house  and  we  stayed  in  Pie 
houses  until  Nov.  11,  when  we  moved  to  our  city  lot,  but  we  had  no  house.  I 
ant  to  try  to  build  it  with  adobes.  X  had  the  adobes  made  beforehand.  X  got 
a  man  to  help  me  by  the  name  of  Brazier,  but  it  set  in  so  cold  that  we  came 
near  being  froze  to  death,  especially  ray  wife.  We  just  had  a  dugout  partly 
covered,  so  wa  moved  back  to  the  fort  and  lived  in  a  house  with  Father  Leman. 

We  went  to  mealing  three  or  four  times  a  week.  Dec.  26,  X  went  over  Jordan 
for  hay  and  froze  my  feet  ao  that  I  was  not  able  to  do  much  work  that  winter. 

Wood  was  very  scarce  and  hard  to  get.  In  the  spring,  X  began  work  on  the  house, 
and  on  the  24th  of  March,  1849,  we  moved  to  our  heme  in  the  Tenth  Ward. 

Father  Pettigrew  was  Bishop.  X  went  to  work  to  dig  me  a  well.  I  had  to  dig  27 
feet  and  stone  it  up. 

On  March  5,  1850  Mary  was  born;  Lehi  Reward  was  born  Aug.  7,  1851; 

Nov.  11,  1851,  my  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  taken  sick  vrith  cholera.  Feb.  18,  1852 
Lehi’s  head  got  burned  quite  badly.  X  have  a  ten  acre  lot  about  five  miles 
from  where  I  live  in  the  city,  and  toy  city  lot,  and  X  had  some  land  on  Jordan 
about  ten  or  eleven  miles  away,  and,  my  land  being  so  far  apart,  It  takes  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  go  back  and  forth. 
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lister,  came  to  Conference.  Dec,  7,  1852,  Mary  was  taken  side,  Dec.  13,  she 
died.  at  night, 

Jan.  11,  1853,  we  moved  to  a  farm  c?i  Jordan  called  the  Tenth  Hard  Farm. 

The  land  was  fall  of  saleratus.  We  left  our  house  in  the  city  without  anybody 

In  it,  and  the  boys  broke  all  the  windows  and  sashes  and  threw  things  into  the 
well  and  other  mischief. 

June  29,  1853,  I  was  sealed  to  Elizabeth  Terry  Reward  by  Willard  Richards. 
My  father’s  name  3.8  William  Heward.  He  wa3  born  Oct.  9,  1786.  My  oldest 
sister,  Hannah  Reward,  was  bora  about  1808,  Jane  Reward  was  born  Aug.  6,  1810. 

I  was  born  April  7,  1813.  Rachel  was  born  March  10,  1815.  Elizabeth  was  born 
Nor.  29,  1816.  Ann  born  April  27,  1818.  William  born  March  18,  1820.  Mary 
born  July  24,  1822.  Richard  born  Feb.  29,  1824.  Francis  born  July  25,  1825. 

On  July  22,  1867,  I  was  baptized  for  my  uncle  John  Reward,  and  for  my  grand¬ 
father,  Richard  Reward;  and  Sarah  was  baptised  for  his  wife,  Jane  Tyndal  Reward, 
and  we  were  sealed  for  them.  I  was  baptised  for  my  brother,  Richard  Heward, 
and  grandfather,  Richard  Heward,  also  great  grandfather  Thomas  Tyndal  and  grand¬ 
father  on  my  mother’s  side,  John  Swift.  Sarah  was  baptised  for  my  sister, 

Hannah  and  Ann  Heward,  my  mother,  Elizabeth  Swift  Heward,  and  grandmother, 
Elisabeth  Tyndal.  On  Sept.  21,  1870,  I  was  baptized  for  10.  Hannah  Heward 
vj  baptized  for  4.  June  22,  1870,  my  daughter,  Sarah,  and  I  were  sealed  for 
my  grandfather  Richard  Heward  and  wife,  Jane  Tyndal  Heward,  and  my  great  grand¬ 
father,  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Tyndal  and  my  grandfather  on  my  mother’s  side, 

John  and  Elizabeth  Swift  and  my  wife  was  baptized  for  several. 
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
